‘FNews’

With band conditions changing 
for the worse on 80 meters the 
Florida Net (FN-CW) will 
change from 3675 kes. to 7105 
kes. on the 16th of June. The 
net will still maintain its regu- 
lar time, 1900 EST, and liason 
to the 4RN. 

The summer band conditions on 
80 will force the FN either off 
the air or change bands. 

The frequency, 7105 _ kes., 
which is used by the Gator Net 
in the mornings (fast session- 
0930, slow session-1000), was 
picked because of its notoriety 
as a frequency where you can 
find a Florida station most any- 
time. 

This is a chance for the fellow 
who can’t work 80 because of an- 
tenna problems to get into traf- 
fic handling. 

Speeds — the F'N has the mot- 
to, “Our speed is your speed” 
meaning that the NCS will send 
to you at your speed. The net 
is called at approximately 15 
wpm, The standard procedure for 
section nets is used. A station 
checking in will list all his Flor- 
ida traffic by the names of the 
towns and his out of state traf- 
fic should be grouped and listed 
as so many for 4RN. The net 
will pass traffic anywhere and 
daily liason with the Fourth Re- 
ginal Net is kept. 

The net is a member of the 
ARRL National Traffic System 
and Section Net Certificates are 
given to stations that QNI 
(Check-in) at least once a week 
for five consecutive weeks and 
handle at least five pieces of 
traffic during this time. 

All Florida Hams are cordially 
invited to check-in and become a 
member of one of Florida’s old- 
est traffic nets.

OLD TIMER’S CHAIR 
By Henry B. McMurria W4TAS 


Representative of the Western 
Florida Old Timers is W4HQ of 
Pensacola. He is Francis W. 
Taylor who is president of the 
Warren Fish Company and Com- 
munication Officer for the local 
Civil Defense. 


Francis is not sure whether 
he started in radio in 1914 or 
1915. His family bought him a 
complete transmitter and_ re- 
ceiver from Sears for the exhor- 
bitant price of $12.50. Four of 
his friends received the same 
present. They were G. Wright 
Reese who is president of the 
Citizens and Peoples Bank; 
Oliver J. Semmes now City Man- 
ager of Pensacola; Charles W. 
Lamar of the Lamar Advertising 
Company of Florida and Louis- 
jana; and Francis Mitchell of 
Jacksonville. 


The equipment consisted of a 
quarter inch spark coil for the 
transmitter, six dry cells and a 
spark gap. The receiver was a 
three slide tuner, a cat whisker 
detector and a pair of Murdock 
phones. 


An efficient net was set up 
by the four members who lived 
on the same side of town but 
Francis Mitchell was left out in 
the cold as he did not have 
enough power to get across town. 


The first call that Francis 
held was 51R. When he attempt- 
ed to have it renewed, he was 
informed that the call had been 
issued by the wrong office and 
was referred from the New Or- 
leans office to one in Savannah 
where he was issued 4HQ which 
was later changed to W4HQ. 
There was a short time before 
1925 when Francis let his license 
lapse. At that time a special 
license was required for portable

operation. He was issued the 
temporary portable call W4PBW 
which he used for a time while 
the local Naval Reserve Unit used 
the call W4HQ. Later, Francis 
got his old call back and still 
holds it today. 


In 1925, Francis was commis- 
sioned an Ensign in the Naval 
Reserve. During World War II 
he served as Commander of the 
Volunteer Communications Re- 
serve at the Eighth District Na- 
val Reserve Control station for 
two years. 


Just before World War II he 
became Communication Officer 
for the Naval Air Station in Pen- 
sacola and later was transferred 
to Cuba and then to London as 
assistant Communication Officer 
for Admiral Stark. Next he 
served as Communication Officer 
for the Naval operating base at 
Oran, Algeria which was the 
African end of the link to Wash-

I have received a number of 
enquiries asking whether those 
polar relays so many of the TU 
diagrams show are necessary. If 
you use a single magnet printer 
(26, 15, 21, 14, ete.) you can get 
by without it. There are some 
advantages — the springless ar- 
mature gives a “low pass filter” 
action to help keep misprints due 
to noise from clobbering up the 
copy. Also, it is nice for the local 
loop as printers, reperfs, etc. can 
be worked from a local DC supply 
and switching around is easy. 
The disadvantage is that spark 
suppression is necessary to pre- 
vent REF noise and a separate 
DC supply is needed. Our advise: 
if you are just starting, do with- 
out the relay until you get a little 
farther along.

TAPED CODE 


For many years code courses 
have been available on phono- 
graph records, punched tape, and 
inked tape. We now have magne- 
tic tape courses that can be 
run on standard tape recorders 
with dual track head at 3%4 IPS. 


These tape courses are in good 
International Morse Code, hand 
sending. Many operators who be- 
come very proficient on machine 
sent code, experience difficulty 
in adjusting themselves to com- 
paratively good hand _ sending 
when they encounter it. 

For those interested, we find 
the material to be well presented, 
on standard %” wide oxide base 
plastic tape, recorded magneti- 
cally in the oxide film similar to 
standard music recording. 

The Movice Tape is a 7” reel 
approximately 1,200 feet. Track 
One contains approximately one 
hour basic instruction of all let- 
ters, numbers, and punctuation. 
Track Two contains approximate- 
ly one hour of practice material 
at speeds of 4 to 8 words per min- 
ute.

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A LETTER TO 
TRAFFIC MEN 


This is not a gripe. It is an 
appeal to the traffic handling 
amateurs of our fraternity. I 
have the feeilng that there is 
too much complacency when we 
regard our traffic totals basing 
this feeling an the rather tepid 
increase in the number of mes- 
sages handled, etc. 


I wonder how many of us have 
taken the time to do a little lis- 
tening and make a few com- 
parisons. First listen in on a 
few of our outstanding traffic 
nets, including our sectional 
nets. Note the number of stations 
checking into these nets and 
then note the number of pieces 
of traffic handled. Next get out 
your net directory and note the 
number of nets devoted exclu- 
sively to traffic handling. Read 
the reports as published in QST. 
If you have made these studies 
in an unbiased detached manner 
you may come up with the same 
conclusions which I did. 


The overall picture shows that 
we are operating considerably 
under our capacity. It shows that 
most of our traffic is concen- 
trated in a few spots throughout 
the country. This seems to in- 
dicate a serious deficiency some- 
where. Many of our traffic men 
seen content to report into a 
net with usually QRU as their 
normal contribution with the oc- 
casional acceptance of a piece 
of traffic, if they haven’t check- 
ed out of the net a few minutes 
after QNI. 


When a net has a QNI of 
thirty-five to forty stations and 
averages only ten to fifteen 
pieces of traffic over an hours 
period, and this is not unusual, 
it shows only one thing, a lack 
of generally originated traffic. 
Why is this? 


How many times havey ou 
phoned in a message and have 
been greeted with an exclama- 
tion of surprise and wonder that 
such a_ service to the public 
exists? Obviously very little ef- 
fort is being made to acquaint 
the public with the facts concern- 
ing this phase of amateur work. 
To cite a personal effort made at 
this QTH. I obtained a number of 
APRR_ short message forms, 
typed up a brief explanation of 
their use plus a short outline of 
the service that can be rendered, 
stapled them together and dise- 
tributed them among my friends 
and neighbors. The results were 
amazing. 


ARRL OB 651 


Because of national defense 
considerations, an FCC order now 
in effect provides priority for 
government radiopositioning ser- 
vice in all amateur bands above 
220 me. and also moves the 3300 
to 8500 megacycle band to new 
location of 8500 to 8700 mega- 
cycles. No practical effects on 
normal amateur UHF operation 
are expected. FCC and IRAC 
have jointly announced govern- 
ment views on frequency alloca- 
tion for the forthcoming world 
radio conference which provide 
for continuance of every present 
amateur frequency assignment, 
including the aforementioned re- 
arrangement and permissive 
shared use of Loran and the 27 
me. ISM bands. Details in June 
QST. 


The number of originations 
from this station soared and for 
the first time the local nets 
which I attend had a jump in 
traffic which has persisted even 
during the so-called slump sea- 
son. Adding ARL seven to mes- 
sages which normally would call 
for some sort of reply further 
resulted in an increasing flow 
of traffic back into the state 
thus helping other nets to in- 
crease their traffic count and in- 
cidently their QNI list. Traffic 
begets stations. 


Why this desire to increase 
traffic handling? For one thing, 
desultory traffic handling does 
not make for the best of train- 
ing for emergency situations 
when traffic really piles up and 
calls for realy ability to move it. 
This comes from training under 
simulated emergency conditions 
best accomplished by the condi- 
tinuous flow of heavy traffic on 
our nets. I’m sure that all of you 
can recall at one time or another 
from observation or actual par- 
ticipation that emergency traf- 
fic could have been handled much 
more efficiently than it had been. 
Well, gentle readers, that old 
adage “Practice Makes Perfect’ 
still holds true. To get the traf- 
fic that will give you the prac- 
tice you must become a sales- 
man by placing and keeping be- 
fore the general public the serv- 
ice that you can and desire to 
render. Try it for one month and 
count the new friends that you 
have made and note the increased 
prestige and respect you will re- 
ceive as a radio amateur. 


Accomplish an important mis- 
sion of amateur radio and gain 
the increased support of the gen- 
eral public. It’s a wonderful 
hobby.

We ended last month with a 
mention of the QRM we have 
on 4467.5 ke. You may wonder 
how we manage to get traffic 
thru under such conditions. First 
of all there are the scheduled 
nets for routine traffic; secondly 
there is the classification system 
i.e. TRAFFIC for routine traffic; 
PRIORITY for important mes- 
sages and RED TRAFFIC for 
emergency traffic. MAYDAY is 
never used on the CAP frequen- 
cies though you may hear SE- 
CURITE’ transmissions on VHF 
regarding storms etc. When a 
presumably prolonged emergency 
exists, the Wing Director of 
Communications can REDCAP 
the frequency, which means the 
frequency is closed except for 
those stations involved in the 
emergency. 

Florida Wing will never RED- 
CAP any frequency; we ask for 
a standby while our stations are 
on the air, and for other stations 
to keep transmissions at a min- 
imum with frequent breaks for 
listening. The reason is this; 
when some other wing REDCAPS 
the frequency, many stations will 
go QRT. Should an emergency 
arise in your area, your stations 
will not be on the air for alert- 
ing. 

Emergencies for which CAP 
is called out; such as lost air- 
craft, missing persons or local 
disaster can and do occur at any 
time. We had a lost aircraft on 
Christmas morning. The pilot 
was found alive in the ’Glades 
after about two hours search. 
With all stations monitering 
either or both 4467.5 ke. and 
148.14 me., mobilization is no 
difficult. Also there are many 
members who do not have a X- 
mitter but do have a receiver 
and can aid in notifying any sta- 
tion not on the air. 


EQUIPMENT 


Very much the same as you 
hams, except that we are required 
to be “rockbound” with a toler- 
ance of .01%. There are a few 
BC-610’s, quite a few BC-669’s, 
some DX-100’s and many types 
of surplus conversions and “Com- 
posits” (home made rigs) rang- 
ing from a few watts to several 
hundred. There are reputed to 
be a few “Gallons” around but 
I’ve never seen them — just ex- 
cellent antennas. One of the po- 
tent signals on all three CAP 
frequencies of 2374, 4467.5 and 
4585 ke. is Sparrow 34 — Whitey, 


K4SPN using a brand new DX- 
100. Whitey’s the Miami Group 
I Director of Communications. 


Receivers run the same as ham 
equipment, with one exception; 
surplus Eastern Air Lines-Wilcox 
Type F and Type 150 fixed fre- 
quency. These are both cheap 
and stable as well as being fairly 
narrow in bandwidth, a must 
with the teletype QRM we have. 


PERSONNEL 


_You find the same kind of 
people in CAP as you do in ham 
radio, some belonging to the 
ranks of both. Some of us are 
professional radio operators and 
technicians while others have no 
technical knowledge at all. The 
majority fall about in the mid- 
dle of these extremes. 


All that is required to operate 
a CAP radio is a restricted radio- 
telephone permit. However every 
station must be certified by an 
operator with either a first or 
second class radiotelephone li- 
cense. Usually the Group Direc- 
tor of Communications or his 
assistant or both will hold one of 
these tickets. 


The requirements for getting 
a CAP station are: Membership 
in CAP; Approval of the Unit 
Commander and the equipment. 
No, CAP has no working equip- 
ent for issue — we do have some 
equipment that can be worked 
over though. 


RECENT ACTIVITIES 


Miami Group I cooperated with 
the Army M.P.s in an operation 
to test methods of capturing es- 
caped POWs. The aircraft were 
to fly cover, keeping them pinned 
down and reporting any move- 
ment. Communications were all 
on VHF — we found that using 
one frequency was too much ac- 
tivity on it, we should have used 
two. Points of contact were: Field 
operations HQ with Mobiles for 
ground coordination of units; 
flight line to aircraft; Field Hq. 
to aircraft; Field Hq. to Relay 
Station to Flight Line. Admini- 
strative traffic should have been 
of 4467.5 ke. which would have 
cleared VHF for air to air and 
air to ground. The mission was 
reported to have been very ef- 
fective. 


Southwest Florida Group III 
had a lost aircraft search in 
which the pilot was found, as 
soon as the fog lifted, by Capt. 
Walt Donavan of the Naples 
Sqdn. Communications consisted 
of coordinating the Southeast 
Search and Rescue of the Air 
Force at Warner-Robbins AFB, 
The Miami Coast Guard and 
Group III CAP at Naples. The 


STOP - READ ’N OBEY 


Here is more information quo- 
ter from Part 12 of the Rules 
and Regulations of the Amateur 
Radio Service. This should an- 
swer any questions you may have 
on “Call Signs.” 

12.81 - Assignment of call 
signs. (a) The call signs of ama- 
teur radio stations will be as- 
signed systematically by the 
Commission with the following 
exceptions: 


(1) A specific unassigned call 
sign may be reassigned to the 
most recent holder thereof; 


(2) A specific unassigned call 
sign may be assigned to a pre- 
vious holder if not under license 
during the past 5 years; 


(8) A specific unassigned call 
sign may be assigned to an ama- 
teur organization in memoriam 
to a deceased member and for- 
mer holder thereof; 


(4) A specific call sign may 
be temporarily assigned to a sta- 
tion connected with an event, or 
events, of general public interest; 


(5) An. unassigned “two-letter 
call sign” (a call sign having two 
letters following the numeral) 
may be assigned to a previous 
holder of a two-letter call sign 
the prefix of which consisted of 
not more than a single letter.

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CIVIL DEFENSE — RACES 


Realignment of Civil Defense 
Operational Areas in Florida in 
accordance with Survival Plan- 
ning studies have divided the 
State into six areas. Each of 
these areas is comprised of a 
group of counties acting in direct 
support to a specific target city, 
or target complex. 

The areas are: 

Western Florida Civil Defense 
Operational Area — 10 counties. 

Florida Capital Civil Defense 
Operational Area — 12 counties. 

Northeast Florida Civil De- 
fense Operational Area — 13 
counties. 

Central Florida Civil Defense 
Operational Area — 8 counties. 

Florida Gulf Civil Defense Op- 
erational Area — 11 counties. 

Southeast Florida Civil De- 
fense Area — 13 counties. 

As a result of these operation- 
al changes, there have been 
changes required in the State 
RACES network, and the estab- 
lishment of Area RACES organ- 
ization. The State RACES net- 
work is now comprised of the 
State Control Center (NCS), six 
Area Control Stations, and a 
station in West Palm Beach and 
St. Petersburg. A RACES Radio 
Officer has been appointed for 
each of the 6 areas and they are: 

F. W. Taylor, W4HQ, Western 
Florida. 

S. M. Douglas, W4ACB, Flor- 
ida Capital. 

Dave Hall, 
Florida. 

D. C. Bailey, W40Z, Florida 
Gulf. 

John F. Porter, W4KGJ, South- 
east Florida. 

Each of these Radio Officers 
is responsible for the organiza- 
tion of an Area RACES network 
in his respective area, and for 
rendering assistance in the or- 
ganization of individual county 
RACES plans. 

The formation of county 
RACES organizations is the most 
important part of RACES opera- 
tion for civil defense in Florida. 
It is at the county level that the 
most effective services can be 
rendered. RACES plans are to be 
formed in such a manner that 
there is complete liaison at all 
levels, and all communications 
operations will flow from the lo- 
cal level to the county director, 
from the county director to the 
area director, and from the area 
director to the State Director of 
Civil Defense. 

All operations at the local and 
county level, and the Area net- 
works, will be on VHF fre- 
quencies. The LF channels avail-

able for RACES operations are 
reserved exclusively for the 
States RACES network. 

There are now fifteen counties 
with approved RACES, plus the 
State RACES plan. Two other 
counties have RACES plans go- 
ing through the approval proce- 
dures, and several plans are be- 
ing written at this time. 

You are urged to contact your 
county Civil Defense director 
and acquaint him with the poten- 
tial amateur radio through 
RACES can provide. Contact 
your area Radio Officer and let 
him know that you are willing to 
assist. Even though there may be 
only one or two amateur radio 
operators in a county, they can 
be effectively brought into an 
area RACES plan to render emer- 
gency communications service 
for their respective counties. 
Area RACES plans are to be 
written in such a manner as to 
provide this capability. 

All of us, as radio amateurs, 
have the responsibility of ren- 
dering public service, and par- 
ticularly in times of emergency. 
You can most effectively do this 
by being a member of an organ- 
ization, with specific plans set 
up to establish and maintain 
emergency radio communications 
in time of disaster. Join your lo- 
cal RACES organization and 
your AREC organization. If they 
do not exist, organize them and 
keep your local officials advised 
of the services you can render in 
times of emergency.

As before stated, it should be 
your sincere intention at all 
times to accept cheerfully for 
transmission or delivery ALL 
legitimate messages offered with- 
in your jurisdiction. When you ac- 
cept a message for transmission, 
you should aim to get this mes- 
sage on its way as soon as pos- 
sible. Routing of your messages 
should be studied and care exer- 
cised in selecting stations you be- 
lieve would provide the _ best 
routing and fastest delivery. 

Incoming traffic should like- 
wise be given similar attention. 
If the message can be phoned, 
phone it promptly. If it can be 
hand delivered, do so as soon 
after reception as feasible. If 
unable to deliver except by mail, 
then put in the mail promptly. 
It is suggested to use a regular 
2c postcard rather than the more 
costly letter. Again, any amateur 
who is unwilling to bear the 
small expense of mailing certain 
messages should not get into the 
traffic game, it is not for him. 

Like all service work those 
most successful are the ones suf- 
ficiently devoted to endeavor to 
keep up the record of their hob- 
by in the highest traditions of its 
history. 

To best serve in trafifc han- 
dling, an operator must train 
himself in proper procedure, mes- 
sage composition, routing and all 
regulations governing message 
handling. If he is a phone man, 
then he should know procedure. 
If he is a c.w. man he should 
familiarize himself not only with 
c.w. procedure but also should 
memorize essential “Q” signals 
that he may understand what 
those signals mean and use them 
to save time when on a net. 


THE MESSAGE 


The essential parts of a mes- 
sage include the following: 1. The 
first line shall have the follow- 
ing information in the order list- 
ed: Message number, Station 
origin, Check count, Place of 
origin, Filing time and date. 

2. The second line shall have 
the following: Name of the ad- 
dressee, street number and name 
of the street, or P. O. Box, num- 
ber or other location designa-

It is desirable to keep messages 
arranged in the above order 
since by standardization we can 
transmit or receive and acknowl- 
edge a message more rapidly if it 
is not confused by unorthodox ar- 
rangement. Certain comments 
come to mind — the check count, 
the filing time, what is mean- 
ing of BT, what should signature 
contain. These are explained in 
the message handling description 
in the ARRL book “operating 
An Amateur Radio Station.

The smaller goat head was or- 
iginally part of a peper weight 
set on an outline of the state 
of Florida. Just before the ham- 
fest, it was decided the goat head 
would be the official emblem of 
the Old Goat Radio Net (3910). 
The larger head with the flowing 
horns worn by the ladies was 
also fastened by pin backs. 


All the emblems were made of 
pottery clay designed, modeled 
and manufactured by W4TY who 
is celebrating 50 years in ham 
radio this year. 

The goat head was originally 
modeled in plasteline, a plaster 
mold made of this, then by pres- 
sing clay into the mold the final 
touches including firing at 2000 
degrees Fahrenheit in a bisque 
fire, followed by the glaze firing 
at 1400 degrees. Pin backs were 
then glued to the back.

One problem facing the new 
RTTY convert who wishes to 
build up an audio type terminal 
unit is: How do you tune up the 
filters without an audio oscilla- 
tor? 

I will try and pass along a 
few thoughts which may help. 
One source of accurate audio 
tones that is often overlooked 
is a BC-221 or LM freq meter. 
Simply set the dial to 1000 ke, 
turn on the 1000 ke crystal and 
zero beat with the ocillator. Now 
readjust the main dial to 1002.- 
125, which you can do by inter- 
polating, and you have your low 
frequency tone. This is the best 
audio beat between the freq. me- 
ter oscillator and the 1 me cry- 
stal. The audio output is avail- 
able from the phone jack. Sim- 
ilarly, setting to 1002.975 gives 
the high frequency tone. These 
tones can be fed into the TU 
for checking or adjustment. 

If you are using width coils 
for your tuned circuits, they can 
be easily adjusted “on-the-air” 
by tuning in NSS or a press 
station and adjust the slugs for 
peak indication on both mark and 
space signal on your tuning sig- 
nal. This procedure may cause 
you to end up with mark-space 
tones not exactly 2125 and 2975 
but this is not critical as long 
as the shift is 850 cps. 

When tuning up toroids for 
use in pi-section filters, I have 
found that using a .07 mfd. ca- 
pacitor across an 88 mh toroid 
for the down frequency filter and 
a .03 mfd. across the toroid for 
the high frequency comes out just 
about right. I will be happy to 
pass along the circuit for toroi- 
dal filters to anyone needing it. 

In keeping with this discussion 
of filters, let’s look at the matter 
of tuning indicators. There have 
been oodles of gadgets and giz- 
mos dreamed up that tell you 
when you have the FSK signal 
tuned in, whether the other guy’s 
shift is high, low, or just right, 
etc, etc. However, it is hard to 
beat the plain old ’scope for quick 
tuning. 

If you have a general purpose 
scope with vertical and horizon- 
tal amplifiers, feed the audio 
from one filter (through a .005 
blocking capacitor) to the ver- 
tical amp. and the other to the 
horizontal amplifier. Now tune 
in a strong carrier and adjust 
to give a line on the scope. Say 
you have a vertical line; then 
temporarily disconnect the hori- 
zontal filter lead and tie the hor- 


azontal terminal together with 
the vertical terminal. This will 
produce a sloping straight line 
on the face of the tube. Now ad- 
just the horazontal and vertical 
gain controls so that this line 
is at a forty-five degree angle 
and a desired length. Disconnect 
the tie wire and hook the filter 
wire back. We now have equal 
gain in each channel. 

By retuning the receiver, you 
should be able to produce a ver- 
tical line or horazontal line from 
a steady carrier. If the lines are 
not the same length then your 
mark and space channels have 
unequal gain and some adjust- 
ment is needed. 

If you are using low-Q induc- 
tors such as width coils, the 
“lines” will probably be ellipses, 
due to some signal getting thru 
the other channel. Toroidal filters 
will give sharp lines. Now let’s 
tune in an FSK signal. It the 
guy is using standard shift, a 
“cross” should appear when pro- 
perly tuned and both arms should 
peak at the same setting. 

Suppose we don’t have a nice 
scopt? The easy way out is to 
pick up one of these $2, 2” or 
3” surplus scope tubes and build 
up a simple indicator. By using 
about 250-300 volts on the tube, 
amplifiers are not necessary and 
the m-s signals can be fed di- 
rectly to the deflection plates. 
Centering can be accomplished 
with a couple of small magnets 
stuck with tape to the side of 
the tube. You can probably get 
the necessary voltage from your 
TU power supply. The control 
circuits may be found in the RCA 
tube manual or any of the hand- 
books.

SUNAIR ELECTRONICS 
GUEST AT BROWARD RADIO

During the June 11 meeting of 
the Broward Amateur’ Radio 
Club, Mr. Carl Dailey, Chief En- 
gineer of Sunair Electronics ad- 
dressed the members with an in- 
teresting topic on _ transistors, 
transistor power supplies and 
toroid transformers. 

Mr. Dailey explained the ad- 
vantages of these new wonderous 
power supplies as being small in 
construction and compact enough 
to carry in a suit pocket. 

The power supplies demonstra- 
ted were models currently adver- 
tised in QST. Selling for $39.95 
the D Series T.P.S. operates at 
continuous 30 watts with selec- 
tive taps at 200, 250 and 300 
volts. The larger model was ap- 
plicable to supplying powers re- 
quired up to 600 VDC at % amp 
with imput voltage being 12 vde. 


Just over size from the quar- 
ter is the remarkable transistor 
toroid xformer. Selling for $16, 
the H-14-450-12 operates at 55 
wattscontinuous with imput volt- 
age either 12 or 14 VDC and out- 
put 450 VAC-CT or 450 and 225 
VDC bridge rectified. 


It was pointed out that trans- 
istors are in the primary stage 
and that all proverbial “Bugs” 
are by no means out of the 
equipment using these items. The 
primary disadvantage is the ter- 
rific heat dissipated from the 
supply. At two hours of con- 
tinuous operation, the power sup- 
ply developed heat of 185 degrees 
F., the maximum workability of 
the transistor.

With the transmitter turned off, 
the antenna is aimed at the sun 
for maximum solar signal pick- 
up. The resulting readings are 
compared with the exact posi- 
tion of the sun at time of test, 
as given in the Air Almanac. 


The solar signal pattern as 
seen on the PPI (Plan Position 
Indicator) is called the sun 
strobe. It resembles that of con- 
tinuous-wave interference but is 
easily identified because it ap- 
pears only in the direction of the 
sun.

Over in West Palm Beach there 
is an old timer who will argue 
with you about the 72 degree 
weather they have over there. 
He is W4JQ who is Anton “Tony” 
Litschauer. 


Tony started in radio around 
19138. He was fooling around 
with Leyden jars, charging them 
with lightning and from that to 
spark coils and galena detectors. 
He learned the code and for a 
pint of whiskey he traded a 
sailor out of a rotary gap. Every 
time he pressed the key, all the 
lights in the neighborhood went 
out. Tony was living in Brook- 
lyn at the time and on occasions, 
the nearby Naval wireless sta- 
tion would send a man over to 
ask Tony to quit transmitting 
so they could send some mes- 
sages. 

The advent of World War I in 
1917 put a stop to further radio 
activities for the duration. At 
the end of the war Tony went 
to the Department of Commerce 
and passed his wireless opera- 
tors license. He received a nice 
big green certificate to hang on 
the wall. 

It was during the year 1919 
that Tony and his family de- 
cided to move to Florida. It was 
about this time that he graduated 
to vacuum tubes and slop jar 
rectifiers. The antenna was a 
squirrel cage and he was using 
Reinartz coils. This elaborate set- 
up paid off for Tony as he was 
heard in Scotland by Paul God- 
ley and was one of the first U.S. 
hams to get across the pond. 

At about this time, Tony de- 
cided to go into Commercial 
Broadcasting with another fel- 
low. They applied for and re- 
ceived one of the first Station 
licenses in Florida. The call was 
WRAP and they used Western 
Electric equipment and local tal- 
ent. They also sold Western Elec- 
tric receivers. Things went along 
fine until an unfortunate set of 
circumstances caused Tony to 
pull out of the partnership. To- 
day, that station is WDBO and 
is owned by W4NW. 

Tony is another old timer in 
the Knights Of The Kilocycles. 
He missed being a charter mem- 
ber by one week due to a lack 
of a modulator. However, Tony 
has been with the net ever since 
and especially the Knights Of 
more net meetings than any one 
else. 

W4JQ has organized Radio Clubs 
in Orlando and West Palm Beach 
and believes that he has attended 
been a civil engineer for the 
Water Works of the city of West

Those 
of you using low power, such as 
the Gonset Communicators, also 
should be doing okay on these 
openings, especially if you are 
using horizontal beams.

Whenever the band is open to 
W5 start tuning for the weak 
ones instead of the strongest sigs 
you can hear. You will be sur- 
prised how often you may find 
a double hop. I recently worked 
a W6 at 0900 EST on double hop.

to the wireless station there. 
The operator on duty found out 
that Bob knew code and gave 
him a pair of headphones so 
that he might copy with him. 
He explained that the station 
was a 2KW spark transmitter 
which emitted a flash and a re- 
port like a rifle shot with each 
dot and dash. The key was about 
eight inches long and the strong 
odor of ozone from the spark 
gap added to the excitement of 
his first visit to a wireless sta- 
tion. 


Upon returning home, every 
spare moment was spent in gath- 
ering information on the subject 
of wireless. One valuable aid in 
those days, according to Bob, 
was the “EI” catalogue published 
by Hugo Gernsback of Electro 
Importing Co. in New York City. 


Practically all the amateur 
wireless equipment in those days 
was home-built. To start out, you 
had to dig up a telegraph key 
and buzzer plus a 1% volt Co- 
lumbia dry cell to energize the 
code set. A wireless receiving 
set consisted of a tuner wound 
on an oat-meal box, a piece of 
silicon or galena for a detector 
and a pair of headphones. The 
first antenna for the receiver 
was generally about 100 feet 
of bell wire strung between two 
trees. The greatest thrill was 
picking up your first signal, 
usually “CC” the Marconi sta- 
tion at Cape Cod, Massachusetts, 
a Navy or commercial station or 
a ship at sea. 


The Electro Importing Co. cat- 
alogue, a source of much valu- 
able wireless information also 
contained the call letters of most 
of the large stations within range 
Bob recalls that station “MW” at 
Manitowac, Wisconsin came in 
like a ton of bricks on a cold, 
clear winter night — no static 
(now known as QRN) to inter- 
fere with the dots and dashes. 


Within a month following the 
completion of the tuner and re- 
ceiver, Bob had the sending sta- 
tion assembled with an auto- 
mobile spark coil, spark gap, a 
condenser consisting of a glass 
photographic plate with metal 
sandwiched in between and a 4 
wire antenna with a ground wire 
to the water pipes. He was ready 
to make his first call using “RF”, 
his initials, as his call sign. 


No license was required until 


1912. Bob operated as “RF” from 
1908 until 1912. He was issued 
the call 3JU in Baltimore, Mary- 
land in 1912 which he held until 
1920. All stations were closed 
down from 1917 to 1920 due to 
World War I. From 1920 to 1922 
he held 8EK as a call in Wash- 
ington, D. C. and from 1922 until 
1951 he operated as W2TF from 
New Jersey and New York. In 
1951 Bob and his wife moved to 
St. Petersburg where he oper- 
ates under the call sign W4TY. 


Bob recalls that his first va- 
cuum tube receiver was construc- 
ted back when stations were al- 
lowed on the air after World 
War I. It consisted of one Moore- 
head vacuum tube (soft) used 
as a detector and one Moorehead 
vacuum tube (hard) used as an 
amplifier. These were expensive 
items at $7.50 each. It also con- 
tained two DeForest variable con- 
densers with vernier plates at 
$20.00 each, a set of honeycomb 
coils covering 200 to 25000 me- 
ters, a six volt Witherbee storage 
battery at $15.00. The complete 
receiver was mounted in a home- 
made cabinet — complete with 
a set of Baldwin headphones. The 
detector and first stage of audio 
was used to pick up the first 
broadcast of music from a wire- 
less radio station in Washington, 


D. C. The operator transmitted 
this program from the National 
Radio School at 14th and U 
Streets on February 10, 1920 
using an Audion Transmitter. 


Much of Bob’s work has been 
in commercial radio. While con- 
nected with American Telephone 
and Telegraph Companies Broad- 
east Station WEAF, he visited 
Paul Godley at Cedar Grove, N. 
J., the Sunday before he sailed 
for England to receive the first 
amateur wireless across the At- 
lantic from west to east. (See 
ARRL Handbook for detailed ac- 
count). 

As W2TF in 1929, Bob oper- 
ated one of the first 5 meter 
amateur radio stations in the 
New York Metropolitan area. A- 
long with W2JN and W2TP, he 
experimented with various os- 
cillators and beam antennae ar- 
rays in his attic in Nutley, New 
Jersey. 

Bob has served as Emergency 
Coordinator for Essex County, 
New York, and was a member 
of the New York State Traffic 
Net. He participates in CW ac- 
tivities, Field Day and Civil De- 
fense exercises. 

Congratulations Bob, on your 
50th anniversary. The Florida 
gang hopes that you will have 
at least 50 more. 


MISC FCC REPORTS 

Commission policing of com- 
munication traftic over the ether 
high-ways is being complicated 
by the popular interest in the 
advent of man-made earth satel- 
lities. In consequence, whenever 
a strange signal is now heard on 
the air, there is a tendency by 
many persons to imagine that it 
might come from a new space 
object. 

At such times the FCC Field 
Engineering and Monitoring Bu- 
reau, which patrols the radio 
spectrum around the clock, is 
beset with press and other in- 
quiries about the likelihood of 
code transmissions from a pos- 
sible new artifical heavenly 
body. However, resultant in- 
quiry usually identifies the ques- 
tionable signal as a normal radio 
message which has strayed from 
its assigned frequency or can be 
heard temporairly at m u c h 
greater than normal distances. 
This can be due to operating er- 
rors or equipment faults but, 
very often, is just another of the 
odd pranks played on radio trans- 
mission by the present high sun- 
spot activity — over which, of 
course, the FCC has no jurisdic- 
tion or other influence. 


But it ever so homely, there’s 
no face like your own.

SEC’s CORNER 


We are now deep in hurricane 
season and we must stay alert 
for any emergency. 


Your SEC is in close contact 
with the U. S. Hurricane Warning: 
Service in Miami and they are 
now ready for another season. 
They are the first in the nation 
to set up the new Weather Bureau 
Long Range Radar station atop 
their new home on 27th Avenue 
just off 36th Street in Miami. 


The “Hurricane Hunters” are 
out searching deep in the Atlantic 
for possible storm areas, The 
“Hunters” radio back to WBR 
in Miami and/or WRW in San 
Juan in coded reports each hour 
on 6528ke. Both CAA stations 
give top priority to all weather 
reports in getting them to the 
Warning Service for decoding. 
All persons concerned with this 
service are doing a wonderful 
job. 

All Emergency Coordinators 
and amateurs are urged to check 
over their antenna systems. Make 
sure they can stand up under 
high winds. Use good guy wire, 
as it will pay off when the big 
winds blow. Check emergency 
generators, gas supply, etc. Have 
all portable equipment in working 
condition and on a stand-by ba- 
sis. 

Would also suggest all equip- 
ment be wired with “plugs” to 
enable quick transfer of equip- 
ment in case of emergency. I 
carry a 40 meter doublet with 
spare rope and a 10 meter ground 
plane with a coil of coax 100 
feet long. Both antennas fit 
neatly in a small box in the 
trunk of the car. 


Try to participate in one of 
Florida’s emergency nets. The 
Florida Emergency Phone Net, 
the Florida Hurricane Net and 
the Coastal Emergency Net have 
all agreed to relay weather in- 
formation into the U. S. Hurri- 
cane Warning Service in Miami 
during any hurricane.

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“W4RUR CALLING” 
By Bill Foley, WRWME 


These are the magic words 
that were the “OPEN SESAME” 
for uncounted numbers of young- 
sters ,and oldsters too, all eager 
to ride the magic carpet of “ham 
radio!” 

There is even more magic than 
was sensed by these avid listen- 
ers — the story of Ed himself! 
Ed Blatt, W4RUR, of St. Peters- 
burg, has been interested in radio 
for a very long time. Back in 
1920 Ed had what may have been 
the very first bicycle mobile re- 
ceiver. 

Pushed aside by the grim nec- 
essity of making a living in this 
busy world, radio was forced to 
take a back seat in Ed’s busy 
life. 

By 1936 Ed had become Assis- 
tant Postmaster at New Provi- 
dence, N. J., and life looked very 
bright indeed. As part of a very 
busy life Ed’s hobby of boating 
intrigued him to the extent that 
at one time he even held a license 
to operate party fishing boats. 


During the middle 30’s Ed first 
became aware of the troubles 
which were subsequently to give 
him the longest, toughest fight 
of his life. 

Plagued by the pain and dis- 
comfort of arthritis and hoping 
for help from experts, Ed and 


Sweetie, his XYL, made a trip 
to Germany even though his 
worsening condition grew stead- 
ily worse until finally he was 
confined to his bed for the great- 
er part of the time. In 1941, in 
the hope that the clear air and 
bright sunshine of Florida would 
help him, Ed and Sweetie came 
to St. Petersburg. 


Hampered by the ever increas- 
ing immobility of his body but 
driven on by his unflagging will, 
Ed and Sweetie now took up 
photography as an outlet for the 
drive that was still within. In- 
teresting in itself, this hobby 
still lacked the thrill and fun 
of personal contact and sharing 
with others and in the late 40’s 
Ed’s interest turned back to ra- 
dio. 

With all his old vigor, Ed tack- 
led the practice and studies nec- 
essary to obtain an amateur li- 
cense and in 1950, unable to go 
to the office of the R. I., Ed took 
and passed the test for his con- 
ditional license. 


Active on both phone and ew, 
Ed has worked many parts of the 
world as his QSL file will show. 
A clean signal and a good fist 
soon won for him membership in 
the RCC, the WAS and various 
other certificates. Gratifying as 
these were, they still did not ful- 
fill the ever present urge to 
share with and be of service to 


others. Working at first with in- 
dividuals Ed was the constant 
help and mentor of quite a few 
youngsters working their way to- 
wards the coveted license. 


Ed’s urge to be of service led 
his decision in 1952 to start giv- 
ing code practice on the air for 
all who cared to. listen. A regular 
schedule at 7 p.m. on every Mon- 
day and Wednesday evening con- 
tinued for over three years. Dur- 
ing this time, Ed received many 
cards and letters from gratfull 
folks who had copied his trans- 
missions and through his help had 
received licenses of their own. 


In late 1955, in an effort to 
do even more, Ed started trans- 
mitting simultaneously on both 
10 and 40 meters. This was ac- 
complished with the aid of a 
tape which was prerecorded and 
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unen used to key two transmit- 
ters. This set-up is still in use 
by W4RUR at the present time. 


While Ed is adept at using a 
bug, he uses, for clean keying, 
an Eldico Electronic Keyer to 
make the tapes on his Webcor 
Recorder. This tape is used to 
key a Lysco 600 on 100 and a 
Collins 32V2 on 40 meters. An- 
tennas are a 3 element beam 
and a full size windom. Ed uses 
a D-104 mike when working on 
phone and the receiver is a Na- 
tional NC-1838D. 

Despite his handicap, Ed is a 
gadgeteer deluxe and his Conel- 
rad, field strength meter and 
SWR meter are all home brew. 
While Ed makes with the words, 
Sweetie swings a mean soldering 
gun, These two make the finest 
team that I have ever seen. 

Ed and his code practice ses- 
sions have been written up in 
QST and W4RUR is listed re- 
gularly on the rolls of those 
stations offering regular practice 
sessions. 


In June 1955 at the Southeast- 
ern Convention, in St. Pete, Ed 
was presented with a scroll de- 
noting the award of S.E. Divi- 
sion Award For Outstanding Ser- 
vice to Amateur Radio. 

Once in a while, not too often, 
a station comes back to Ed when 
the practice session is ended. 
Always, however, answers or not 
you will find Ed in there pump- 
ing out his measured signals into 
the wide, wide spaces beyond the 
ends of his antenna. 

If you don’t believe me just 
tune up on 28050 or 7086! Tll 
be there too.

In June of this year, the 
Knights of Kilocycle elected Carl 
“Lum”, K4DWG, of Winter Beach 
as Master Oscillator and Tommy 
Hughes, W4PNS, from “down in 
the slicks and slimes of the Ev- 
erglades” as Sec.-Treas. Miggs, 
W4PNA, former “MO”, automati- 
cally becomes the buffer-doubler 
(equivelent to vice-pres.). Doc, 
W4PT, remains as historian. 

“Now, K4DWG ain’t as pretty 
to look at as that Pretty Neat 
Apple, Miggs’’, said one of the old 
Knights, “but he sure is going 
along in fine style”. 

The history of the Knights 
started more than 25 years ago 
on a Christmas morning, when a 
group of Florida hams met on 
83910ke and decided to meet each 
and every Sunday morning at 7 
a.m. W4WS, W4GS, K4OR, W4- 
AKI and one or two others not 
known to this reporter, were some 
of the charter members who 
started this group. 

Pat, W4WS, served as one of 
the first Master Oscillators for 
five consecutive years. 

It was not until some time 
later that it was suggested by 
W4HGO of Sanford, to make the 
terms of office 6 months long. 
Later, W4QR, W4WS, W4HGO, 
a SWL by the name of Kilpatrick

FROM THE EDITOR 


Perhaps many of you have been wondering how we process 
a new subscriber to Florida Skip. Here is a run-down on the pro- 


cedure we use. 


All mail is picked up at our P. O. Box 501 here in Miami 
Springs 66, every day. All new and renewals are immediately re- 
corded in a master book as a permanent record. All new members 
get a 3x5 file card (Orange) on which is recorded their full name, 
call, address, and date of membership. 


All new and change-of-addresses must be kept aside and ad- 
dressograph plates made at a future date. After these plates are 
made, we run off 2 more 3x5 index cards (yellow and gray), one 
to be filed alphabetically and the other by “date of donation”. 


This gives us a file index by call, name, and expiration date. 
With 1500 members it’s quite a job to keep 4500 cards in proper 


order. 


After making the 2 sets of cards, we also run off 2 complete 
lists. One list goes to our advertising manager, Frank Orcutt, W4JO, 


for his files and the other we retain in our files. 


When all the cards and lists are finished, we put the plates 
in order by city and ship them to Hank Hoffman, K4LQS in Naples, 
where Skip is printed and mailed. Hank files them in their respec- 
tive order in one of the two metal filing cabinets made especially 


for these plates. 


As you can see, this all takes a lot of work and time. Every 
time you change your address we get a notice from the Post Office 
(and we get loads of them) which costs us 5 cents each and we 


go through the entire procedure again. 


I’ll have more on our system next month, but in the mean- 


time, get your renewals in early and make it a little easier on us, 


won’t you please?

Radiation from harmonics by 
amateurs in violation of FCC 
rules continues to require atten- 
tion. To avoid violations, FCC 
urges newer amateurs especially 
to make sure their transmitters 
are tuned to the desired output 
frequency and not to any harmon- 
ic. 

All amateurs should also have 
others nearby check their signals 
for harmonics and send word to 
any heard in the 11, 5.4, 7.4 Mc 
or other frequency ranges. 

Corrective measures should be 
taken where necessary. The Hand- 
book and several QST articles 
bear on the subject. Consult the 
December QST Index for these. 
Also note the article in August 
1958 QST on antenna couplers 
for avoiding radiation of har- 
monics and other spurious sig- 
nals.

Shortly after publication of this 
column there well might be a re- 
vision in the 50MC band. The F. 
C. C. is proposing an amendment 
reserving the first 100ke in the 
50 me and 144mec bands for Al 
operation only. The ARRL has re- 
quested preferential handling, 
hoping that the amendment will 
become effective if approved, be- 
fore the ending of the IGY in 
December. Watch QST and ARRL 
bulletins for this announcement. 
You may wake up some morning 
and find only CW allowed on the 
first 100ke of these popular VHF 
bands. 


It has been rather hard to un- 
derstand why there have been 
loud objections to this amend- 
ment from some quarters. The 
first 100ke is such a small per- 
centage of the total band. Let us 
not forget that one of the main 
arguments for amateur radio to- 
day is the pioneering in all phases 
of radio communications. This 
amendment will, in my opinion, 
remove the greatest obstacle in 
the pioneering of VHF propaga- 
tion study. 

Word comes from Bill, K4QHN, 
that there are about 10 stations 
on six meters in the Sarasota 
county, with more coming. There 
are two mobiles, W4GJO and K4- 
VEB. Bill has worked 37 states 
on six since he got on last Decem- 
besr. 


Among those on six meters in 
West Palm Beach are: W4ACO, 
W4YOT, W4GWF, W4IUJ, K4- 
IXE, K4IFQ, W4PCO, K4LVW, 
and others. Within this group . 
great competition for DX has de- 
veloped, with WAS as the goal. 
W4IJU, Glen, leads the pack. 

K4QXY, Pete; K4PVV, Frank; 
K4EXG, Fred; and W4MBJ, Art, 
are four new stations on six me- 
ters in Jacksonville. This should 
help spark the extremely low 
activity around Jax.

OLD TIMER’S CHAIR 
Hank McMurria, W4TAS 


The call W4EL emenates from 
Fort Lauderdale and behind the 
mike or key is old timer, Com- 
mander (retired) James C. (Jim) 
Picken, Jr. who started his “ham” 
radio in grade school in 1912. 


He was using a half inch spark 
coil “electrolytric interrupter for 
transmitting and the receiver 
was a choherer detector. The an- 
tenna was a standard flat-top 
oi 6 wires with spreaders about 
70 feet long. He operated this 
set-up with his initials for call 
letters as was customary in these 
early days. 

Jim’s first amateur license was 
2RX (no pre-fixes) and it was 
issued at the Brooklyn Navy 
Yard in 1914 under the Depart- 
ment of Commerce. His station 
consisted of half KW “Packard” 
transformer, 8 Leyden Jar con- 
densers and a “Helix” directly 
coupled to the antenna with the 
key connected in the 110 volt 
primary of the transformer. 

Fixed gaps, rotarys and 
quenched gaps were all used in 
turn with lots of blue sparks and 
the smell of ozone. The receiver 
was made of a Murdock loose 
coupler, crystal detector, elec- 
trolytics and a DeForest audion. 
Jim makes a note here that the 
Audion was used only for very 
special contacts as they were very 
expensive ($6 each) and short 
lived. His “B” batteries were 
made out of flashlight cells con- 
nected in series to make up 22 
and a half volts DC. Later he 
acquired a set of “test tube” bat- 
teries. His high voltage conden- 
sers were made out of glass pho- 
tographic plates measuring 8 in- 
ches by 10 inches and stacked 
with tin-foil staggered in _ be- 
tween. 

Jim recalls that his greatest 
thrill was his first arc-telephone 
transmitter contact (a three way) 
batween his station and 3WN in 
Morristown, New Jersey and 
2A AK in New York. He believes 
that this contact was the first 
in the New York area and the 
distance to Morristown was ap- 
proximately 4 miles across the 
Hudson River. 

Incidentally, 2AAK mentioned 
above was L. M. Cockaday of the 
‘three circuit tuner fame who 
‘was a childhood pal of Jim’s. 
Jim also recalls an interesting 
experience he had while operat- 
ing W7BZ in Seattle, Wash. A 
mining engineer was stricken 
with appendicitis at the Azurite 
mine in the Cascade Mountains 
of Washington State. One of the 
engineers at the mine was a ham 
and he contacted Jim by radio

R.A.C.E.S. IN FLORIDA 
Art Melvin, W4UHY 
Collier County joined the other 


counties with approved RACES 


on July 12, with F.C.C. approval 
of their plan. RACES Radio Of- 
ficer is Henry R. Hoffman K4- 
LQS. This brings the total num- 
ber of counties with approved 
plans to 17. Palm Beach plan 
has been submitted to the Na- 
tional Office and F.C.C. for ap- 
proval. Osceola has their plan 
ready to submit through the 
State Office. 


Effective on July 1, 1958 the 
Office of Defense Mobilization 
(ODM) and Federal Civil De- 
fense Administration (FCDA) 
were combined into a single agen- 
cy titled Office of Defense and 
Civilian Mobilization (ODCM). 
This change affects the Federal 
organization only. It is still Civil 
Defense at the state and local 
level. 


Steady growth is being made 
in most of the RACES organiza- 
tions and particularly in Orange, 
Dade, Pinellas, Brevard and Man- 
atee counties. Many other coun- 
ties have the potential for organ- 
izing RACES and should carry 
through by submitting plans to 
the State Office of Civil Defense 
through their county C.D. Direc- 
tor. It is the only way you can 
provide emergency communica- 
tions for civil defense in time of 
national emergency. 


A most logical way of forming 
a RACES organization is to com- 
bine AREC and RACES together. 
Your AREC organization is a 
natural for this, since it is or- 
ganized for emergency communi- 
cation purposes in times of dis- 
aster. 


You are urged to bring about 
both of these organizations in 
every county and be ready for any 
emergency situation. It is this 
basis of rendering a service in 
the public interest that gives us 
the privilege we have for our 
amateur operation.

KEEPING THAT LOG 
Gerald Grow, K4PVU 


Section 12.1386 in the FCC reg- 
ulations governing Amateur Ra- 
dio necessitates the keeping of 
a log which must contain (a) the 
date and time of each transmis- 
sion; (b) the signature of each 
licensed operator who manipu- 
lates the key of a radiotelegraph 
transmitter or the signature of 
each licensed operator who op- 
erates a transmitter of any other 
type and the name of any person 
not holding an amateur license 
who transmits by voice over a 
radiotelephone transmitter; (c) 
call sign of the station called; 
(d) input power to the final am- 
plifier stage of the transmitter; 
(e) the frequency band used; (f) 
the type emission used; (g) the 
location of the station at the 
time of each transmission; (h) 
the message traffic handled. 


Much of this information need 
be entered only once, or entered 
and not re-entered unless it is 
changed. The FCC regulations 
suggest that entries as to date, 
signature of operator, input 
power, frequency band used, type 
of emission, and location of sta- 
tion be made and not re-entered 
unless (until) they change. This 
suggestion was made to make the 
task of keeping a log an easier 
one, but nevertheless it remains 
one which must occupy our con- 
stant attention. 


A “Log of CQ’s Tests, and 
Unsuccessful Transmissions” has 
been used here at K4PVU in ad- 
dition to the regular station log. 


Surprised that I am logging 
tests and CQ’s? If so, you had 
better consult the regulations 
and “Operating an Amateur Ra- 
dio Station” page 16. 


The other required information, 
signature of regular operator, 
location of the station, and pow- 
er input, is entered at the be- 
ginning of the log and is not re- 
entered unless it is changed. As 
the power input of a station is 
likely to be different on differ- 
ent types of emissions, a power 
input is stated for each mode of 
transmission, and is not re-en- 
tered unless it is changed. 


Example: Unless otherwise 
noted under “Other Data’, all 
transmissions are made in A-1 
emission (A-3 if you are a fone 
man), with a power input of 
60 watts. Emissions noted as A-3 
are made with an input of 50 
watts, with the exception of 
21,000 Mec., which has an input 
of 600 watts. The station is lo- 
cated at 1313 Blueview Drive, 
Tallahassee, Florida, and operat-

This statement is entered at the 
beginning of the “Log of CQ’s, 
Tests, and Unsuccessful Trans- 
missions” and at the beginning 
‘f the regular station log, mak- 
ing it necessary to only enter 
the date (onc? per overating day) 
time, call made (CQ, test, call 
of station called), frequency or 
band, type of emission (and these 
two only if they are different 
from the last entries under these 
headings), and time of ending 
QSO (not necessary in “Log 
CQ’s, Tests, Htc.’’). 

The “Log of CQ’s, Tests, and 
Unsuccessful Transmissions” is 
easily made by dividing the pages 
of ordinary ring-bound composi- 
tion books into vertical columns 
to hold the necessary informa- 
tion. You can easily get two 
comp'ete columns of information 
on a page. This makes at least 
50 entries per page, leaving a 
healthy margin on all sides. 

These simple devices and others 
you will undoubtedly encounter 
along this line can greatly fa- 
cilitate the job of keeping a log 
and make it a much more pleas- 
ant task.

FCC MONITORING NOTES 


In the last six months the 
Commission’s monitoring net- 
work bearings aided more than 
50 planes and ships in distress. 
Two examples were: 

The Coast Guard at Long 
Beach, Calif., requested a “fix” 
on a lost fishing vessel. A bear- 
ing obtained by the Santa Ana 
monitoring station was used to 
guide a cutter to the boat and 
bring it back to port. 

At the request of the CAA, 
FCC direction finders helped de- 
termine the position of a Navy 
plane lost midway between San 
Francisco and Hawaii, which en- 
abled the aircraft to continue to 
a safe landing.

As stated last month, this col- 
umn will appear as a reminder 
to all amateurs of our FCC part 
12, rules and regulations. Read 
carefully and remember them: 


Use Of Amateur Stations 


“12.101 Points of Communi- 
cation. An amateur station may 
be used to communicate only 
with other amateur stations, ex- 
cept that in emergencies or for 
test purposes it may also be used 
temporarily for communication 
with other classes of stations 
licensed by the COMMISSION, 
and with United States Govern- 
ment stations. Amateur stations 
may also be used to communicate 
with any radio station other than 
amateur which is authorized by 
the Commission to communicate 
with amateur stations. Amateur 
stations may be used also for 
transmitting signals, or commun- 
ications, or energy, to receiving 
apparatus for the measurement 
of emissions, temporary obser- 
vation of transmission phenom- 
ena, radio control of remote ob- 
jects, and for similar experiment- 
al purposes and for the purposes 
set for in 12.106. 


“12.102 No remuneration for 
use of station. An amateur sta- 
tion shall not be used to trans- 
mit or receive messages for hire, 
nor for communication for ma- 
terial compensation, direct or in- 
direct, paid or promised. 


“12.103 Broadcasting prohibi- 
ted. Subject to the provisions of 
12.106, an amateur station shall 
not be used to engage in any 
form of broadcasting, that is, 
the dissemination of radio com- 
munications intended to be re- 
ceived by the public directly or 
by the intermediary of relay sta- 
tions, nor for the retransmission 
by automatic means of programs 
or signals emanating from any 
class of station other than ama- 
teur. 

The fore-going provision shall 
not be construed to prohibit ama- 
teur operators from giving their 
consent to the rebroadcast by 
broadcast stations of the trans- 
missions of their amateur sta- 
tions, provided that the trans- 
missions of the amateur station 
shall not contain any direct or 
indirect reference to the rebroad- 
cast.”

We now have five section traf- 
fic nets. Three phone and two 
CW. They are the Florida Phone 
Traffic Net, Florida Mid-day 
Traffic Net, Tropical Phone Traf- 
fic Net, Florida Net and the 
Gator Net. The net managers 
welcome any and all that would 
care to join in and handle a lit- 
tle traffic. 

In the emergency communica- 
tions field our records show 42 
Emergency Coordinators with a 
total AREC membership of 864. 
We have one section net and this 
is the Florida Emergency Phone 
Net. There are 36 local emer- 
gency nets with 217, Official Mo- 
bile Units. If at the present you 
are not a member of the AREC 
then request an application blank 
from your local EC or drop me 
a card and I will send you a 
blank along with the name of 
your local EC. With Florida in 
the middle of the hurricane belt, 
every amateur should plan to 
take some part in local emer- 
gency work.

In RTTY operation, suppose 
you are transmitting. When you 
are ready to turn it over, you 
send “BK”, LINE FEED, CAR 
RET, FIGS, BELL. Your relay 
turns off your transmitter and 
turns on your receiver, while the

Many com- 
mercial ventures have eyes for 
our frequencies. The ARRL has 
a loud voice but they cannot do 
the job alone. 

It was again brought to my 
attention last evening by a busi- 
ness man: I have my call letters 
fore and aft on the car. He asked 
the usual questions and then ex- 
claimed that he thought ham 
yadio was pretty much a waste of 
time and much money. Not to 
mention TVI. 


Well!!! 

This sort of remark really 
brings out the Patrick Henry in 
me. Gaining my composure I 
asked for and received his con- 
sent to let me tell the story of 
amateur radio (they will listen 
if you are honest and sincere). 

I explained that during our 
wars Uncle Sam was able to call 
on thousands of trained operators 
to immediately throw into bat- 
tle; operators to whom the QRM 
of guns and tanks was childs 
play compared to a hot SS con- 
test. It takes 20 weeks to turn 
out a Navy radioman; about the 
same for the other services.

The experimenter has come up 
with things very valuable, and 
now used by commercial firms.

The DX man made frequencies 
useable that were cast aside as 
useless.

How many adults do you 
know who are hams who are not 
civic minded, family people? Ev- 
ery single one that I know per- 
sonally is a respected member of 
his community. 


Remember, please, that we 
have a serious obligation to Uncle 
Sam for the frequencies he is 
letting us use and we should al- 
ways be prepared to prove we 
are worthy. We should also be 
prepared to speak up loud and 
clear for amateur radio at every 
opportunity.

Last month we gave you a run-down on what took place when 
your donation was received. Here is a little more info on how SKIP 
is put together. 


Near each deadline time (15th of each month) P. O. Box 501 
is flooded with “copy”, want and for sale ads” and misc. items. 
After the editing is done, all copy is sent to the publisher in Naples 
as quickly as possible to allow him to stay up with it as it comes in. 


Each article is set up on the linotype, proof copies run cff and 
then proof-read. After errors have been corrected the type is set 
aside until make-up time. Each page is run separately on the Hei- 
delburg press. 


After the printing is done all pages are gathered which takes 
six hours of steady work. This gives us a stack of “Skips” about 
six and a half feet high. This stack must be jogged and glued and 
left overnight for drying. Then the Skips are separated with a special 
knift, folded and stapled individually. After this is completed they 
are run off on the addressograph machine. Each city with 8 or more 
members (and we have dozens of them) must be counted, weighed, 
and bundled individually. 


The above entails a lot of painstaking work on the part of the 
publisher! At the completion of this, all 125 pounds (or stack over 
12 feet high) is taken to the Post Office for mailing. 


WOW! What a job! In about 15 days it starts all over again.

Your correspondent attended 
the National ARRL convention at 
Washington, D. C. last month 
and there learned from those 
who are in the best position to 
know that we stand a good chance 
of having as good an F2 season 
as we did last fall. For your 
new stations on six meters this 
means that the 50MC signals 
are reflected from the F2 layer 
just as 28MC signals and lower 
are doing at the present. 


Single hop over distances of 
3000 miles and more is common 
and low power sigs on the order 
of 10 watts are capable of put- 
ting an S9 signal into Europe, 


South America or the west coast. 
Associated with thhese open- 
ings we sometimes have what 
is commonly known as backscat- 
ter. The stronger signals are 
scattered back toward the source 
after striking the highly ionized 
F2 layer. If the F2 opening 
should be to the northeast, then 
by pointing your antenna north- 
east you posibly can hear WO, 
W9, W8, W1, W2, W3 and W4 
stations. The best Backscatter 
conditions I ever encountered W6 
and W7 stations were readable as 
well as all other U. S. call areas 
with the beam pointed Southwest. 
So be on the lookout for thing 
to come this fall season. 
4GJO, Grid, from Sarasota tells 
me he heard his first Aurora on 
50MC Sept. 4th. He heard W4IKK 
in Signal Mountain, Tenn., for a 
number of minutes. This is prob- 
ably the fartherest south Aurora 
signals have been heard in Flori- 
da. Can anyone beat this? Grid 
also says that several stations 
from KP4 land have come through 
on short skip this summer. This 
was also reported by K4JVX, 
John, Mt. Dora., who worked four 
of them. September 11th your 
correspondent heard a number of 
transequatorial scatters carriers 
S5 to S6 but was unable to un- 
scramble the modulation. At- 
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tempts to get them on CW failed. 
Wonder if any of you heard this 
from about 2130 to 2200 Septem- 
ber 11th.?

such traffic ‘with any stations 
overseas not signing a K or W 
eall”. Also KA’s like JA’s have 
no third party privileges.

This column will appear each 
month for information to all ra- 
dio amateurs. This month we will 
cover “Classes and privileges of 
amateur operator licenses.” 


(A) Amateur extra class — 
All authorized amateur privileges 
‘ncluding such additional | privi- 
leges in both communication and 
technical phases of the art which 
the Commission may consider as 
appropriately limited t oholders 
of this class of license. 

(B) Advanced class — All ama- 
teur privileges except those which 
may be reserved to holders of 
the Amateur Extra Class license. 


(C) General and Conditional 
classes — All authorized amateur 
privileges. 

(D) ‘echnician class — all au- 
thorized amateur privileges in 
the amateur frequency bands 
above 220 megacycles. 


(EH) Novice class — Those ama- 
teur privileges as designated and 
limited as follows: 

(1) The d.c. plate power input 
to the vacuum tube or tubes 
supplying power to the antenna 
shall not exceed 75 watts. 

(2) Only the following fre- 
qency bands and types of emis- 
sion may be used, and the emis- 
sions cf the transmitter must be 
crystal-controlled: 


(a) 8700 to 38750 ke. radio- 
telegraphy using only type A-1 
emission in accordance with the 
geographical restrictions set forth 
in section 12.111. 

(b) 7175 to 7200 ke. radiotele- 
graphy using only type A-1 emis- 
sion. 

(C)R2110N to e225 me: radio- 
telegraphy using only type A-1 
emission. 

(d) 145 to 147 me. radiotele- 
graphy or radiotelephony using 
any type of emission except 
pulsed emission and type B emis- 
sion. 


party amateur work under special 
USA agreement is permitted only 
with Canada, Chile, Costa Rica, 
Cuba, Ecuador, Libera, Nicara- 
gua, Panama, and Peru. Treaty 
Article 42 forbids amateur sta- 
tions to transmit ANY interna- 
tional communications on behalf 
of third parties . .. see full de- 
tails in the ARRL Lic.

Came World War I. I enlisted 
and told them I was a wireless 
operator an dbuilt my own equip- 
ment and true to form, they put 
me in the Medical Corps in the 
Surgeon General’s Office at 
Washington. I returned home 
about the time the ban was lifted 
and immediately went on the air 
with a Model “T” coil under

The next license I can find is 
Radio Operator, Amateur Second 
Grade, dated March 23, 1920. By 
then, I had a job and was able 
to get a half KW Clapp Eastham 
transformer. They cost something 
in those days as our electrical 
supply was 25 cycles and equip- 
ment was much more expensive 
than for 60 cycles. I had a Ben- 
wood Rotary (note. W4AL of 
Bradenton was one of the part- 
ners of the Benwood Corp. He is 
Bill Wood and is active on all 
bands) and put a beautiful sig- 
nal on the air. At least I thought 
SO. 

The next license was Radio Op- 
erator, First Grade in 1921, Ex- 
tra First Grade in 1923 which was 
renewed in 1925. Shortly after 
this, the Federal Radio Commis- 
sion was changed over to the 
FCC. All licenses were extended 
during the period of transition. 
I foolishly let my ticket expire 
and never re-applied until Oct.

Was living 
at Fruitland Park at the time 
and just finishing a term as 
Mayor of the city.

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DOTS AND DASHES FROM 
HERE AND THERE 
By Hank MeMurria, W4TAS 


The other day, while in the pro- 
eess of trying to clean out and 
throw away junk to make room 
for more, I came across a cloth 
bound seventh edition of the 
“Radio Handbook” printed back 
in 1940 at a price of $1.60 for 
} the cloth bound volume. 

I decided to “browse” through 
the book and see what I could 

find of interest for Skip readers. 


| The section on “Radio Receiver 

Construction” started out with 
| data for building a simple two 
|}tube autodyne receiver. This 
receiver was for the beginner, 
and I believe I could build one 
| myself. 

I was surprised to learn that 

“double conversion” was in use 
at that time. Signals were first 
converted to a relatively high 
frequency (1500 kc.) and ampli- 
fied and then converted to a rela- 
| tively low frequency (175 kc) and 
| amplified. High selectivity was 
| made available through the use 
| of regeneration in the 175 ke. 
stage. The square-topped, band- 
| pass characteristics necessary for 
| phone reception was effected by 
| negative-mutual coupling coils 
| in the 1500 ke. i. f. amplifier. 
| The section on transmitters 
| started out with a 15 watt two 
| band exciter or transmitter using 
one tube, four easily wound coils 
| and using inexpensive standard 
| receiver parts. 
From 15 watters the section 
| progressed to VFO type exciters, 
multiband frequency multipliers 
and on to the 100 watt band- 
switching exciter-transmitters,

bridge, calibrated in Braille, 
which he promptly demonstrated 
by checking his grid drive, final 
dip and loading. This little mira- 
cle-box can do wonders. He plans 
a new self-driven SWR bridge in 
which the indicator will be similar 
to his audio null bridge. 

Hank’s pride and joy is the 
Braille typewriter on which he 
copies «.w. and phone traffic 
direct. (Shown in photo). You 
will find it a rough job to snow 
Hank on our ¢c.w. nets. The Braille 
alphabet is made up of various 
combinations of keys which makes 
combinations of dots indentations 
on paper. It is a code in itself. 

We are informed other such 
handicapped amateurs around 
Florida are K4ODS of Dunedin, 
W4ZUT of Key West, K4HJV of 
Lake Wales and W4ECM of St.

OLD TIMERS CHAIR

One of the well-known old 
timers in Florida amateur radio 
is the “Poet Laureate of the Air 
Waves”, Jim Kellow of Jackson- 
ville. Jim, who waxes poetic un- 
der the call W4ZJ, is the “Old 
Goat55 who wrote ballads about 
the Flora Dora gals and lived to 
regret his hasty action. The gals 
pulled no punches in their replies 
and 75 and 40 meters was QRM’ed 
with verse for days. 

Jim got interested in wireless 
when he was going to school with 
Al Grebe (well-known in radio 
circles) who later manufactured 
radio apparatus prior to World 
War I. He held a Certificate of 
Proficiency and a commercial 
ticket until 1927. He held the 
original call of KA which was 
later changed to 20N. He moved 
to Florida in 1916. 

Jim worked for United Wire- 
less and later for Marconi when 
they took over the franchise. He 
also worked on the installation of 
telegraph sets on the American 
Hawaiian Line and the Panama 
Railroad Line and then in the 
Navy until the end of World 
War I. 

His ham ticket after World 
War I was 4ZE which expired 
around 1927. After a prolonged 
vacation from amateur radio, Jim 
applied for and received his pres- 
ent ticket, W4ZJ, in 1953. 

As a direct quote, Jim says: 
“T have been polluting the air 
ever since.” He can be found on 
most bands and operates C.W. 
as well as phone. He can be easily 
located on the “Old Goats Net” 
on 75 meters.

The South African stations are 
most likely to come through be- 
tween 0800 and 1000 EST.

These 
NBS beacon stations run high 
power, except for OA3AAF which 
is only 50 watts, and have been 
observed to come through via 
transequatorial scatter in the late 
afternoon and after dark. 

Working DX on 50MC is prob- 
ably different from any other 
band. Don’t hesitate to call CQ. 
A lot of DX is missed because too 
often everyone is listening and 
no one calling. If you suspect 
the band is open to some locality, 
yet no amateurs are heard try 
several CQs. The NBS South 
American stations are a good in- 
dication that the band is open but 
the scarcity of amateur stations 
on six meters in this area makes 
DX contacts few and far between. 
During these periods if we get 
on the air with our beams in this 
direction we will be heard. This 
in turn stimulates 50 MC activity 
and before not too long amateurs 
in these areas throw 50 MC gear 
together and get on.

TRAFFIC TOPICS 
George Hitz Jr., K4GPI ORS/OPS 


This is my first attempt at 
writing a traffic column. If it 
turns out to be a success, I hope 
to make it a monthly affair. 

During the past month I have 
noticed that many stations orig- 
inating traffic have been using 
check double x-ray or using an 
improper method of counting. 
Tnis leads me to believe that sta- 
tions are unfamiliar with using 
the check in a message. 

The check on a message is 

merely an aid for the receiving 
station to tell whether he has 
received the message one-hundred 
per cent or not. The A.R.R.L. 
check is a landline or “text only” 
check. The “check” of a message 
is a simple count of the number 
of words or groups in the text 
as sent. 
‘In amateur practice no “ex- 
tras” are counted such as extra 
words in the preamble, address, 
or signature. When using punc- 
tuation with the exception of the 
period, (indicated by an X or 
stop) spell the word out such as 
comma and query. The count of 
words depends mainly on spacing. 
m=, G.; fifty six ... two words; 
fiftysix ... one word. Therefore 
spacing should be methodical and 
accurate. 

When actually counting for the 
check start with the first word 
in text and count each word or 
group thereafter including per- 
iods (X) until you reach the last 
word before the signature. No X 
is necessary after the last word 
of the text. NEVER count the 
signature in the check. 

I hope this has straightened out 
any questions you might have 
had about the check. Now that 
we know how to use it, let’s use 
it properly!

|WHAT TRAFFIC IS LEGAL? 
Hed) Hopkins, W4SHJ 
Part One 


Have you ever had occasion 
to refuse a piece of traffic be- 
cause you considered the text 
to be illegal? Perhaps at some 
time you accepted and relayed 
or delivered such a message 
while harboring doubts about its 
right to be handled by amateur 
radio. Such occasions seem to 
arise often enough to move us 
to review the rules pertinent in 
these cases and cause us to con- 
}sider what we might do when 
} confronted with them. 

In order to avoid a lengthy 
discourse and omit the many 
}dozens of technicalities involved 
{in international and/or MARS 
| traffic, such a discussion should 
| be limited to third party traffic 
as handled domestically by U.S. 
jamateurs. By-passing for the 
}moment rule 12.102, there are 
|only three rules of the amateur 
}service relevant to material 
| which may not be sent by ama- 
teur radio. These three in con- 
}text are: (12,105) messages in 
|code or cipher are prohibited, 
(12.157) messages obscene or in- 
decent in intent or meaning are 
| prohibited, (12.158) false or de- 
| ceptive messages are prohibited. 
| Any kind of message which is 
| not in violation of one or more of 
| the above three rules is obviously 
} completely legal. Messages pur- 
suant to a commercial venture, 
messages pertaining to money 
| loans, messages soliciting funds, 
messages dunning debtors - all 
| are legal. One who handles such 
| messages is not violating any 
existing regulations - but - he 
| may very well be committing a 
serious ethical blunder. We 
amateurs have established our 
own ethical standards; they vary, 
but for the most part they tend 
to enhance the value of amateur 
radio as a public service. Cer- 
tainly very few of us would 
handle very many of the above 
type messages. The reason we 
don’t handle them is not that they 
are illegal but that they do us 
more harm than good. We do not 
want to establish practices that 
might be prejudicial to our ama- 
teur status or that could result 
in objectionable restrictions. 

Each of us has the individual 
right to accept or relay messages 
and the right to refuse to accept 
them for whatever reason we 
might have. Mostly we are guid- 
ed by what we believe to be good 
judgement, and we reject that 
which might cast unfavorable 


ways of traffic and the proced- 
ures relative thereto. Ocassion- 
ally such operators will originate 
a message which to the more ex- 
pearienced appears to be ob- 
jectional. In such cases the best 
possible action is to attempt 
to point out the ethical reasons 
for non-accpetance rather than 
to blast out with an abrupt “il- 
legal traffic”. The latter will 
invariably result in ill-feeling 
toward traffic operators and con- 
firm the newcomer’s suspicion 
that all traffic people are im- 
petuous know-it-alls. Such im- 
pressions we cannot afford to 
have formed, let alone to create 
them ourselves. A _ brief but 
tactful on-the-air word to relay- 
ing stations and a similar writ- 
ten word to originators of traf- 
fic which appears objectionable 
to us will do much to further our 
cause and create good will

SIMULATED EMERGENCY 
TEST THE GREATEST

It has recently been noted by 
several stations that there is an 
increasing amount of QRM be- 
ing caused on the Florida Midday 
Traffic Net. Whether uninten- 
tional or whether this has been 
caused by a practical joker is not 
known at present, but it is up to 
all of us as Amateurs to eliminate 
as much QRM as possible from 
the bands and even more so on 
a net. For almost a month, there 
has been one incident after anoth- 
er involving the deliberate caus- 
ing of interference. 

Recently during the handling 
of some emergency traffic there 
was a so-called “tester” on the 
net frequency. It became so 
irritable until the Net Control 
Station had to ask the “tester” 
to QSY. However, as the case 
may be whether this be inten- 
tional or not it is up to every 
Amateur operator to check his 
operating practice. It just isn’t 
good practice to turn on the 
transmitter and right away start 
testing without first checking the 
frequency. All stations at one 
time or another have been guilty 
of this but the habitual practice 
is not according to good operat- 
ing practices nor is it appreciated 
by those involved. 

We all belong to a fraternity 
which sets us apart from other 
types of clubs or organizations. 
We all have one thing in common, 
that being an interest in radio 
no matter which phase. It is up 
to all of us as amateurs to check 
our operating practices and pro- 
cedures. If we all try to elimin- 
ate our mistakes we can also 
eliminate much of the present 
QRM.

provided in the Act, the Commis- 
sion shall from time to time, as 
public convenience, interest, or 
necessity requires, shall - 

(1) Have the authority to sus- 
pend the license of any operator 
upon proof to satisfy the com- 
mission that the licensee - 

A) Has violated any provision 
of any Act, treaty, or convention 
binding on the United States 
(note - Third party traffic comes 
under this provision) which the 
Commission is authorized to ad- 
minister, or any regulation made 
by the Commission under any 
such Act, treaty, orr convention; 
or 

B) Has failed to carry out a 
Jjawful order of the master or 
person lawfully in charge of the 
ship or aircraft on which he is 
employed; or 

C) Has wilfully damaged or 
permitted radio apparatus or in- 
stallations to be damaged; or 

D) Has transmitted superfluous 
tadio communications or signals 
or communications containing 
profane or obscene words, lan- 
guage, or meaning or has know- 
ingly transmitted - 

(1) False or deceptive signals 
or communications, or 

(2) A call signal or letter 
which has not been assigned by 
proper authority to the station 
he is operating; or 

(E) Has wilfully or maliciously 
interfered with any other radio 
communications or signals; or 

(F) has obtained or attempted 
to obtain, or has assisted another 
to obtain, or attempt to obtain, 
an operators license by fraudulent 
means. 

If “spurious radiation” can be 
interpreted as superfluous radio 
signal, as described in sub-para- 
graph (D), I think the above 
excerpts will just about cover 
all the major infractions of FCC 
rules. 

Net members and non-net mem- 
bers should read paragraph (E) 
through several times and think 
about it the next time you have 
the urge to crawl on top of a 
QSO and try to clear the fre- 
quency.

“B” batteries have been ad- 
vanced. These battery elimina- 
tors of course are designed to 
plug into your local 110-volt al- 
ternating current circut and there 
are several types on the market. 
As far as using such arrange- 


ments with a receiver are con-- 


cerned, we are perhaps unduly 
pessimistic and expect to stick 
right by the usual form of “A” 
and “B” batteries for a long time 
in the future. 


“Battery current is 100% quiet. 


and under no circumstances do 
we get into trouble with fluctuat- 
ing voltages, noises brought in 
from leaky power lines, and the 
like. Under certain conditions a 
B-eliminator will be satisfactory, 
but seldom will reception be quiet 
over the whole wave length range

The F2 season is here in full 
swing. At the time of this writ- 
ing European stations are com- 
ing through in the morning hours 
quite often. Some of the sta- 
tions are well over S9. The Na- 
tional Bureau of Standards sta- 
tions are still coming through 
from South America. As _ the 
day progresses the W6 and W7 
and northwest Canada _ sections 
start coming through. It takes 
a very dense F2 layer to reflect 
50MC signals. The F2 layer 
is densest at noon time. There- 
fore when it is high noon mid- 
way between two points you are 
most likely to get this type of 
reflection. The F2 layer is the 
highest known layer of ionization 
and merges into the F1 layer at 
night time to form the F layer 
which is responsible for night 
time DX on the lower frequen- 
cies. A good indication of F2 
opening to the northwest is the 
Yellow Knife Beacon located in 
extreme northwest Canada. The 
frequency of this beacon, which is 
A type transmission, is about 10 
KC below the 50 MC band. It is

to go out. It is sometimes in for 
as much as 5 or six hours run- 
ning well over S9 at times. 

Don’t overlook the possibilities 
of picking up those needed states 
for WAS on backscatter during 
this F2 season. This backscatter 
is usually present just before or 
after the band opening via F2. 
It doesn’t always accompany an 
F2 opening. A backscatter sig- 
nal is one that is scatterer back 
toward the source when the an- 
tenna is pointed toward the di- 
rection of the F2 opening. By 
this means it is possible for sta- 
tions in Florida to work those 
hard to get states between the 
ground wave area and the sporad- 
ic E area. It generally requires 
power to put in a good back 
scatter signal but I have heard 
some very good backscatter sig- 
nals with only 100 watts. Of 
course CW helps but is not an 
absolute requirement. Backscat- 
ter signals usually have the 
characteristic scatter sound which 
is rapid fading or fluttering but 
at times they may be quite steady 
and strong. 

W4FBL of Jacksonville reports 
having heard E12W, Ireland, re- 
cently. For some reason this 
active 50MC station is seldom 
reported heard this far south.

Later on, he 
had many complaints by neigh- 
bors of sparks jumping across 
the plats of their variable con- 
densers in their radios. 

It was back around 1910 that 
‘the neighbors made _ remarks 
about that crazy Hillman boy put- 
ting up wires from his chimney 
to a big maple tree and how they 
pitied the family on account of 
having a son that was surely 
a little “touched” in the head. 

Pete related that his first 
phone transmitter consisted of 
three turns of insulated wire 
across a telephone mike and link- 
ed to the final tank. It worked 
fine but it was not hard to un- 
derstand why it was ruled out. 
The first CW transmitter was 
raw A.C. from a 1,500 volt trans- 
former on the plates of a 50 watt 
tube.

Quietrol Quips 
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WHAT TRAFFIC IS LEGAL? 
H. J. Hopkins, W4SHJ 


(Last month we started with 
this article sent SKIP by the Na- 
tional Traffic System Fourth Re- 
gion Manager “Hoppy” Hopkins, 
W4SHJ ... Ed.) 


PART II 


Rule 12.102 which has to do 
with renumeration or compensa- 
tion for use of amateur station 
makes no mention whatever of 
what kind of traffic may or may 
not be sent. It very simply and 
plainly states that no licensed 
amateur may receive directly or 
indirectly any form of renumera- 
tion or material compensation as 
a result of his transmitting or 
recelving communications by am- 
ateur radio. It does not say any- 
thing, and probably does not in 
the slightest infer, that others 
using the facilities of amateur 
stations may not materially bene- 
fit therefrom. Some of us may 
be inclined to stretch this rule 
to its very broadest interpreta- 
tion. A few far-fetched examples 
can be cited. 


K4XXX has a neighbor who 
has a son with the Navy at the 
South Pole. He obligingly relays 
and delivers messages between 
the boy and his family for sev- 
eral months. The neighbor is very 
much impressed and is completely 
sold on ham radio. As Christmas 
Eve rolls around, into our sub- 
ject’s shack walks the neighbor 
with a nice neat package which 
he places upon the tables. K4- 
XXX, never having received a 
present from this neighbor be- 


fore, ponders but accepts. After 
opening the parcel he discovers 
it is the grid dip meter he has 
been wanting for some time. Did 
K4XXX violate rule 12.102? Sure 
he did. He accepted material com- 
pensation for services he per- 
formed by amateur radio. So it 
was just a Christmas present, 
but K4XXX knew as did his 
neighbor that the gift would not 
have been proffered had it not 
been for his message handling. 

Too silly for words? Here’s 
another: K4XYZ has a wife and 
two college aged daughters. All 
three of them are pretty handy 
with the lip, only trouble with 
that is most of the friends and 
relatives live in remote parts of 
the state and the phone bills 
come out of K4XYZ’s 20 meter 
beam slush fund. He discovers 
that by making schedules with 
hams in the necessary towns he 
can let the OM and YLs gab for 
a couple of hours a week with 
a nifty saving in dollars and 
cents to himself. Is he guilty? 
Not unless you want to deem us 
all guilty every time we originate 
a message of our own and save 
the price of a phone call or a 
stamp. 

Bill, K4X YX has an old school 
buddy down the street who runs 
one of the two Radio-TV repair 
shops in town. At Bill’s sugges- 
tion he places a rush order for 
some parts by hamgram. The 
results are so good he asks Bill 
to do it regular and finds he 
nearly always gets the jump on 
his competitor and saves himself 
on phone bills too. Bill is a pret- 
ty sharp character and repeatedly 
refuses all offers of free tubes 
and service calls from his friend. 
It there any violation of rules

Bill is in the clear 
legally but he has committed a 
serious ethical blunder. He should 
not be doing what he is doing be- 
cause it could hurt amateur radio 
not because it is against the law. 
Bill’s kind of traffic is in poor 
taste and should always be dis- 
couraged. 


How then about the every day 
average ham who once in a while 
makes inquiries or places an or- 
der for equipment by hamgram? 
It does not appear that there is 
even a breach of ethics in such 
cases provided Mr. Average Ham 
employs a little discretion in the 
number of such messages and 
the frequency at which he origi- 
nates them. Believe it or not, 
there have been amateurs (7?) 
who have made BPL soley by 


originating messages to equip- 
ment manufacturers and sup- 
pliers. 


All good traffickers strive to 
discourage the handling of mes- 
sages unsuitable to the ham 
bands. Most such messages are 
introduced into the ham networks 
due to a lack of understanding 
or the failure to use good judge- 
ment. It is hoped that some of 
the questions regarding the le- 
gality of messages may have 
been answered herein. When the 
question is one of ethics, each 
individual judges for himself and 
acts accordingly. More power to 
him if his judgement and actions 
are based on a desire for better 
traffic.

It is all wrong for op- 
erators having picked up an 
inquiry message addressed to a 
point in a devastated area to 
work themselves up to the point 
of sending “CQ flood area” or 
sometimes even “QRRR.” Listen- 
ing and cooperating by keeping 
quiet are practically always best 
for “outside stations” until they 7 
are called for.

practices in this band is justified. 
The big “bone of contention” is 
thoughtless operating of CW sta- 
tions in the portion 21.200 to 
21.250 which is recognized gen- 
erally as the DX portion of the 
foreign fone band. Oh = sure, 
legally we can operate CW any- 
where between 21.100 and 21.250, 
but lets not forget that Amateur 
Radio is a fraternity of cooper- 
ation and rarely does one hear 
CW stations in the fone bands, 
unless its for brief tests or tune- 
up. It’s a matter of “gentlemen’s 
agreements” and you will feel 
exactly the same way about it 
when you earn that coveted 
General ticket and try to work 
DX fone stations. 


Have you ever considered that 
the portion of the 15 meter band 
assigned to Novice operating is 
50 KC LARGER than the regular 
portion being used for CW—21.00 
to 21.100? The reason this is 
considered of prime importance 
to Novices is that unless we do 
cooperate in this matter by keep- 
ing below 21.200 ke it seems al- 
most certain that FCC will be 
flooded with petitions to reduce 
the size of the Novice band. Think 
this over and pass the word 
along to those Novices who are 
unaware of such a situation. Al- 
though QST and CQ have re- 
peatedly calle dthis matter to our 
attention, there are still many 
Novices who are unknowingly 
causing serious unneccessary CW 
QRM. Remember, keep below 
21.200 KC till you earn that 
General ticket, then work the 
rare fone DX you will hear be- 
tween 21.200 and 21.250.

OLD TIMERS CHAIR 


Back in 1923 the call 4PT was 
issued to A. J. “Doc” Barclay 
who is a commercial photograph- 
er in Tampa. The call was later 
changed to W4PT and “Doc” has 
held it ever since. 


The signal squirter at W4PT’s 
is a Stancor 202A and a 25 year 
old Gross’ transmitter which 
“Doc” is cleaning up and putting 
on 20 meters. 


Way back when the oldest net 
in the state was former, “Doc” 
joined the Knights of The Kilo- 
cycles. He was not one of the 
original five men but joined up 
a couple of months later. After 
World War II, when Hams were 
allowed on the air again and 
everybody was wondering what 
would become of the Knights, 
“Doc” got on the air and an- 
nounced that he was going to 
call the net the next morning. 
He did just that and conducted 
the first meeting. He was elected 
Master Oscillator for a year and 
holds Post World War II Cer- 
tificate No. 1. Ralph, W4HGO, 
was elected Buffer, Doubler. As 
you know, the Knight of The 
Kilocveles is still going strong 
and it is quite an honor to be 
listed near the top of the roll 


eall. 

“Doc” heard W4BNI, Ralph 
Cody calling QRR and answered 
him to find out that a hurricane 
had derailed a train near Lake 
Placid. All communications were 
out and a trainman was hurt 
in the accident. For 24 hours 
“Doc” handled all Railroad, Red 
Cross and news traffic. 


W4PT also figured in the 
emergency at Belle Glade when 
the levee broke and a 1,000 peo- 
ple lost their lives. Some of the 
boys went to Belle Glade in a 
boat with a station powered by 
outomobile batteries and “Doc” 
and others used a station owned 
by Beman Beckwith (600 volts of 
lead-acid batteries) to maintain 
contact. 


Along about 1925, “Doc” had 
what he believes to be the first 
mobile rig in Florida. He was 
using a home made rig with four 
number 10 tubes in parallel, pow- 
ered bv a car battery and a 
flock of dry cell “B” batteries. 
His antenna was a six wire af- 
faiy stretched between two “tee” 
shoped wooden masts fastened 
to the radiator and the rear of 
the car. He worked back to 
Tampa from about six miles 
aw®v using loon modulation. 

The car battery would get 
weak in a hurry and every time

SIRST RADIO AMATEUR 
CALL BOOK 


Pat McVickar, W4ZB 

According to my records, do 
vou know that there was a list- 
ing of amateurs printed in 1909. 
That was long before the Gov- 
ernment printed their first ama- 
teur call book around 1912 or 
1913. 


This book as printed in 1909, 
was known as the “First Annual 
Official Wireless Blue Book of 
The Wireless Assn. of America.” 
This list contained only 89 ama- 
teurs with power inputs ranging 
from a quarter inch spark coil 
up to and including 2 KW. They 
gave their operating frequencies 
from 32 up to 950 meters. I doubt 
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if any amateurs were operating 
382 to 40 meters at that date. 

There is quite a difference be- 
tween the present call book of 
today compared to that printed 
in 1909. (Ed. Note. W4ZB is old- 
est known amateur in Florida. 
He was first licensed in 1903.

NOTES ON IMPROVING THE 
VIKING “ADVENTURER” 


This popular little transmitter, 
which is well suited for amateurs 
who like low-power, can be made 
0 perform more efficiently by 
making a few minor changes 
which in no way affect its re- 
sale value, and yet add greatly 
‘o its enjoyment. 

One of the things that many 
ywners may have noticed is a 
endency for the meter to stick. 
Unless the meter has been dam- 
aged, this is usually easily re- 
sedied by removing the meter 
rom the rig, opening the case 
with care so as not to damage 
t. Then, very carefully loosen 
he lock-nut on the bearing and 
urn the bearing screw counter- 
rlockwise just a trifle. Retighten 
he lock-nut and your meter 
shovld function like it should 
without sticking. While we are 
bn the subject of the meter, on 
some of these transmitters, there 
s a high spot on the grid-plate 
urrent slide swith, just about 
alf way between each of the 
ormal positions. Placing the 
slide on this high spot will leave 
he meter in an “off” position 
without any changes at all. Co- 
1x fittings for antenna and VFO 
han easily be installed in rear. 
An excellent plate modulator de- 
sign using a pair of 6L6’s in push 
hull can be found in the Mobile 
Section of the ARRL Handbook.

DX IN FLORIDA

Reminder to all DXer’s and 
would-be DXer’s: February and 
March are the big months for 
picking a bag full of new coun- 
tries. During the ARRIL contest, 
there will be DX activity on ev- 
ery band from 2 to 80. With the 
exception of 20, where high pow- 
er and beams are almost a must, 
you fellows with dipoles, trap 
doublets, and low to medium 
power can run up a very FB 
score. 

Many Novices have better an- 
tenna systems for 4 Oand 80 than 
the veteran DXer’s who “live” 
on 20. On 10 and 15, it’s very 
often conditions, not antenna or 
power, which determines who 
works what.

never, but NEVER, zero beat 
the DX. Locate yourself one to 
10 ke uv or down, or better, lis- 
ten to the stations he works and 
zero beat them.

HINTS AND KINKS 


Accurate proof of station drift 
may be made by a third party, 
with an adequate receiver. Such 
as: “X” operator and “Y”; both 
zero in on each other with their 
VFO.

OLD TIMER’S CHAIR 
Hank McMurria, W4TAS 


The call 9ABG first went out 
over the air back in 1914. The 
station belonged to Noble Smith 
who is now W4PM of Hollywood. 


Noble worked all around Louis- 
ville, Ky., with his one-inch 
spark coil, loose coupler, galena 
detector and Murdock headphones. 
The receiver far outdistanced the 
spark coil and it was one of his 
greatest thrills to listen to time 
signals from NAR at Key West 
each night at 9 on 2500 meters. 
They had a 100 kw rotary spark 
transmitter and a Miami old 
timer W4NQB, who is George 
“Cap” Almour was chief engi- 
neer. 


World War I saw Noble in 
the Navy where he went through 
the Naval Radio School at Cam- 
bridge, Mass. From there he was 
assigned duty in Hawaii at the 
largest wireless station in the 
world. It was a 500 KW (Cal. 
KW) Poulsen are transmitte~, 
transmitting on 11,000 meters. 
This was quite a step from the 
one-inch coil. 

On later assignments, Nohle 
served at KSS and KFS in the 
San Francisco area. 


Upon discharge from the ser- 
vice, he returned to Louisville 
and fired up a half kilowatt spark 
set and the audion-detect>r tha* 
he had acquired. His eall letters 
were 9DK but he did not stay 
on the air long as he secred 
a job with the old Marconi wire- 
less Telegraph Co. as an opera- 
tor on an ore boat on the Great 
Lakes. 

The set-up on shipboard con- 
sisted of a silicon detector and 
a I KW rotary spark set. Pay 
was $60 per month and keep. 

As it looked like there was 
no money in wireless, Noble left 
the game commercially and re- 
turned to Louisville. In the next 
few years he acauired the calls 
W9DYC, W9HCO and W4JVF. 
In 1931 he returned to the radio 
game professionally and took a 
job with a broadcast station. In 
1948 Noble got “sand in his

PEANUT POWER 


General Electric in Owensboro, 
Kentucky, just released the fol- 
lowing info on their new Metal- 
ceramic type 7077 receiving tube 
as a transmitting tube used in 
the Army’s 66,000-mile Juno II 
Moonshot December 14th. 


This new tube is a _ half-inch 
long and half-inch in diameter, 
enabled a transmitting output of 
about 200 milliwatts at the fre- 
quency of 960.05mc. The higher 
frequency brought greater track- 
ing accuracy than in the previ- 
ously-used 109mec channels _ be- 
cause of reduced refraction and 
reflection by the ionized layers 
surrounding the earth and by 
permitting use of a sharper track- 
ing beam. 

The tubes give a 20-to-1 power 
gain in the class B amplifier cir- 
cuit used. This 13 decibel gain 
amplified an approximately 10- 
milliwat output of a transistor 
oscillator up to a usable 200- 
milliwatt signal, and enabled the 
use of a higher frequency track- 
ing system. 

While transistor transmitters 
on the Vanguard 108 me. frequen- 
cy previously have been able to 
attain usable outputs, this lower 
frequency has left much to be 
desired for tracking purposes. 
The “transistor - sized” metal- 
ceramic 7077 tube ,on the other 
hand, will enable pint-sized trans- 
mitters to put out a usable signal 
in the kil-megacycle region.

THE HISTORY OF RADIO 
J. Boardman 


Radio has a long and interest- 
ing history, and every man 
shouid know a little about it. In 
1827, a man by the name of 
Savary found that a steel needle 
could be magnetized by discharge 
from a jar (a Mason jar, of 
course). 

In 1837, 10 years later, a pa- 
tent was taken out by Cooke and 
Wheatstone, both of London, for 
the electric telegraph. Also, for 
the same thing, by Morse of the 
United States. In London, Henry 
produced the first high frequency 
oscillations. 

In 1867, Maxwell wrote an ar- 
ticle for the Royal Society of 
London about his theory of elec- 
tromagnetism, which in the fol- 
lowing six years developed more 
fully. His theory is being used 
in all phases of radio tot his day. 
(Good old Max). 

In 1887 Hertz proved his theo- 
ry that magnetic waves and the 
waves of light and sound operate 
in unison. His theory is also used 
in radio today. 

It was Dec. 12, 1901, when the 
late Marconi received the first 
radio signal ever transmitted 
without wires. This experiment 
represented six years of hard 
work. It was transmitted from 
Polhu, England to St. Johns, 
Newfoundland. 

On March 30, 1903, the first 
radiogram ever to be sent across 
the ocean was published in the 
Times of London. A little later 
De Forest patented the first rec- 
tifier tube. Radios on boats at 
this time were highly reeommend- 
ed. When the radioless “Titantic” 
was sunk, and all 1,572 people 
aboard were killed, it became a 
necessity. 

The World Wars stimulated 
reople to find more uses for ra- 
dio, and up to now radio has been 
advancing very rapidly. What 
will be the future uses of radio? 
Well, only time can answer that 
question.

SIX METERS IN FLORIDA 
ALLEN A. ENGLEMAN 
W4RMU 


Here it is the middle of Febru- 
ary and the MUF is still reaching 
50MC. When will it stop? The 
past week the atmospheric noise 
peaked to the southeast and south 
during the morning hours. This 
usually indicates F2 openings in 
that direction, but it remained 
for Sunday morning to prove the 
point. PZ1AE in Surnam, and 
OA4C in Peru were in for 30 min- 
utes or so via F2. Apparently the 
band had been open, or nearly 
so, all week but lack of South 
American activity during the 
week on six meters kept us from 
knowing about it for sure. 

The IGY is over now but VHF 
amateurs all over the world made 
the ARRL Propagation Research 
Project such an overwhelming 
success that it is going to be 
continued. Our good friend Norm 
Southworth is continuing as di- 
rector. The Project is being taken 
over by Stanford University with 
special emphasis on Transequa- 
toral Scatter. There are approxi- 
mately 100 observers specially 
selected as to geographical loca- 
tion, regularity in reporting etc. 
One of the first undertakings is 
the setting up of a TE worning 
net, which reaches from Fort 
Lauderdale, Fla., to Canton, Conn. 
The purpose of this net is to 
keep cloose watch on TE during 
months of Febr-ary, March and 
Apvil. If any of the observers in 
the net hear South American sta- 
tions coming through the adjacent 
stations both north and south in 
the net are immediately notified 
via landline. This way it is hoped 
that with each TE opening it can 
be determined how far north it 
apvears. 


In connection with this TE 


worning net, W4RMU is going 
to make daily transmissions 
beamed SSE on 50.005MC A1/A3 
for duration of five minutes each 
half hour. Transmissions will 
commence at 1830EST and con- 
tinue through 2200EST. There 
will be a five minute listening pe- 
riod after each half hour trans- 
mission. Power input will be 1000 
watts on Al and 500 watts on A3. 
Antenna is a stacked array, four 
over four, with the top section 
60 feet high. 

The main purpose of these 
transmissions is to serve as a 
beacon station for South Ameri- 
can stations to catch TE open- 
ings, but we are also very much 
interested in contacting stations 
as far south as possible via ex- 
tended ground wave on Al and 
A3. We are also interested in re- 
ports from stations in central 
Florida and farther south as to 
the regularity of reception to 
help in setting up a VHF relay 
net covering the length of Flor- 
ida. 

Recent newcomers to the Six 
meter band in Miami area are:

and K5PPS/4, Walt. K4SUK, 
Gary, has gone high power on 
six with a Globe Hi-Bander.

NOVICE FORUM 
Roy Scott—W4UHF 


OPERATING HINTS — Oper- 
ators visiting in the Novice CW 
bands cannot help but be im- 
presed with the greatly improy- 
ed operating techniques being 
used by Novice operators every- 
where. Instead of “BK to you 
OM,” we now hear “How Copy?”, 
ete., and the whole procedure is 
streamlined along good operat- 
ing practice. 

There is one operating hint 
that is of great value for more 
efficient CW operation, and that 
is the use of BK (which means 
BREAK and not BACK). The 
use of BK is a great convenience 
when used properly as it elimin- 
ates the need for frequent sta- 
tion calls being repeated over 
and over again and it provides a 
quick means for obtaining fill- 
ins in traffic handling or in gen- 
eral QSO. Try using BK while 
operating and you will find that 
alert Novices will be quick to 
come right back with BK and 
the information requested. Don’t 
forget to use the station call 
every ten minutes, however. 

Another good thing to remem- 
ber and put to use is the proper 
calling procedure. Long-winded 
CQ’s are practically useless and 
tend to discourage an operator 
who might be waiting to call you. 
Once contact is established, keep 
your station calls short—once or 
twice is ample. Try and avoid 
repetitions of your transmissions 
when you are working a good 
CW operator—he can read your 
CW the first time unless condi- 
tions are poor. 

Unless punctuations appear in 
a message you may be handling, 
try and avoid their use in gen- 
eral operating. Punctuations only 
tend to increase the QRM in al- 
ready badly crowded bands. For 
example, a pause between City 
and State rather than the use of 
a comma is to be preferred. Try 
to work operators who are more 
advanced that you are; you can 
learn a lot from them, and at the 
same time increase your own 
speed and proficiency.

ONE SMALL VOICE 


Subject: QRM 


The realistic amateur expects 
and tolerates a large amount of 
interference with his efforts to 
communicate with other ama- 
teurs. This interference may be 
generated by several sources: (1) 
local or long-distance atmospheric 
conditions, (2) power line noise, 
(3) room distractions, or (4) sig- 
nals from other amateur stations. 
While control of the first three 
types of interference is generally 
out of the hands of most ama- 
teurs, such is not entirely the 
case with the fourth type of in- 
terference. This is the point 
which we will consider briefly in 
the following lines. 


Quoting in part from The Ama- 
teur’s Code (ARRL), part one: 
“The Amateur is Gentlemanly. . 
He never knowingly uses the air 
for his own amusement in such 
a way as to lessen the pleasure 
of others ...” Many times you 
will overhear or experience the 
case where an enjoyable QSO is 
interrupted by another station or 
stations calling or testing on or 
near the frequency. Of course at 
certain times it is almost impos- 
sible to find a clear spot on some 
of our crowded bands. And so 
the usual precedure is to select 
the “least crowded” frequency 
and begin calling. 


In addition to the crowded con- 
ditions, it is also possible to se- 
lect a frequency which is appar- 
ently not in use and still inter- 
fere due to certain skiv condi- 
tions. Here, again, the interfer- 
ence problem is out of the ama- 
teur’s hands. 

Py rather careful listening and 
selection of frequencies and times 
of transmitting, the amateur can 
help minimize the first problem. 
The quotation from The Ama- 
teur’s Code suggests that the 
amateur should use intelligence 
in transmitting, and avoid radiat- 
ing signals unnecessarily. It 
seems to us that if this procedure 
is followed, operating pleasure 
will be increased on both ends. 
Perhaps it can be summed up by 
the old phrase, “Listen before 
transmitting.” 

* * *

| communications system, used dur- 
ing time of emergency or dis- 
aster. 


“He has distinguished himself 
without any financial remunera- 
tion during periods of disaster 
and emergency and has initiated 
an organization that has and will 
protect the lives and property of 
multiplied thousands of families,” 
was the feeling of the local Red 
Cross. 


Clark, who started his hobby in 
St. Mary’s Kans., now has a room 
in his home completely equipped 
with all the latest ham radio 
equipment. His call letters, W4- 
IYT, have been heard all around 
the globe. He also has a complete 
mobile unit in his car. 

“T have a large drawer full of 
ham calling cards,” Clark stated.

Center of the weather bureau,” 
Dunn commented. 

Clark’s wife, Betty, whom he 
claims is his right arm in the 
radio field, is also a ham opera- 
tor and has her own call letters, 
W4GGQ. At present, they do not 
know if their 10-week-old son, 
Andy Lee, will be a ham opera- 
tor. “I don’t see how he can help 
it. He’ll probably cut his teeth 
on a mike,” Clark smilingly com- 
mented.

THE REASON WHY 


Amateur Radio exists as a 
hobby because of the service it 
renders. Surely truer words were 
never spoken. If amateur radio 
did not provide some kind of 
cervice, the frequencies would 
have been gone long ago. But the 
big question is just what you as 
en individual ham has contributed 
to the “service”. 

Wheat if the FCC were to issue 
a final order that tomorrow morn- 
ing there was no more ham radio, 
what would you really lose and 
what could: you really do to sup- 
port your argument that your 
station existed in the public con- 
venience, public necessity and in- 
terest ? 

Are you going to stand up be- 
fore the judge and tell him that 
vou have been deprived of talk- 
ing to Joe? He will tell you to 
call Joe up on the telephone if 
vou have anything important to 
say! Are you going to say that 
you have just invested 500 bucks 
in a linear and you won’t be able 
+o use it? He will ask you just 
what you expect to use it for. 
Are you going to say it interferes 
with your pleasure not to be able 
to ham? He will tell you to 
watch TV or go to the movies, 
that’s pleasure! 

Are you going to threaten to 
call in the ARRL? They can’t 
help you one bit unless you have 
something to support your de- 
fence. And neither can anyone 
else. Are you going to threaten 
to write to your Congressman or 
Senator? They are the ones who 
charged the FCC with determ- 
ining that your station must be 
in the public interest, conven- 
ience or necessity int he first 
place! So you’d better forget ham 
radio for awhile! 

On the other hand, maybe you 
have a good story to tell. Maybe 
you are a member of a traffic 
net or emergency organization 
such as RACES or the AREC

might come along. Maybe you’ve 
registered your station and capa- 
bilities with the public authori- 
ties who can use them. 

Maybe you have technical abil- 
ity so that you can fix your gear 
when it goes wrong, other than 
replacing a tube; in fact maybe 
you built the whole thing (rare’ 
these days). Maybe you can 
handle traffic on CW (also rare 
these days). Maybe you have ac- 
complished a lot of things which 
would warrant your retention as 
a station as opposed to a great 
many of your fellow hams. But” 
you can’t do it by operating sole- 
ly for your individual pleasure 
and by the sole knowledge of 
how to turn on and off a piece of 
store bought gear. 

It used to be that a great many 
of the hams had the attitude that 
they need contribute nothing to 
ham radio in general; that when 
the going got rough on the lower 
frequencies all that would be 
necessary would be to move to 
the higher ones. Now this went. 
out the window last April, when 
the higher frequencies were taken 
away from us. (Yes they were. 
What rights have you got? 
None.) You might say they were 
shared, but if you can still op- 
erate, can the fellow you want 
to work? 

Each amateur should prepare 
himself for an eventual answer 
to the question of public inter- 
est, convenience and necessity be- 
cause the day might come when 
the phrase might well be, “My 
ham radio exists as a hobby be- 
cause of the service I rendered.”

nary houselamp but am able to 
reach New York and Atlanta.”

Any of you adventurous-type 
hams who are tired of battling 
the QRM on the phone bands and 
the stereotyped QSO’s on CW, 
try radioteletype! You can get 
on the air for less than the cost 
of a good beam. 


During the last few months, 
the RTTY Society of Southern 
California have procured from 
the Southwest Bell Telephone Co., 
a large number of Model 15 
printers, complete with table and 
a de power supply for local loop 
use. These can be obtained for 
$90 plus $10 crating charge. The 
transportation to southern Flor- 
ida by truck is about $25. They 
also have on hand some Model 
26 machines which are about $55 
each. If interested, drop Merrill 
Swann, W6AAE a line! 


The availability of the Model 
15’s has created a sort of “chain 
reaction” around the country and 
many of the earlier Model 26’s 
are available from individuals 
who have purchased the 15’s. So 
a little scouting around may pro- 
duce 26’s at real bargain prices.

ONE SMALL VOICE 
Subject — Nets 


} A net (or network) may be 
defined as a group of amateurs 
}who have mutually agreed to 
conduct a _ periodic on-the-air 
meeting at a certain time and 
jon a certain frequency, for some 
common purpose. The purpose 
jmay range from passing emer- 
jgency traffic to just plain rag- 
jchewing. There are ’phone nets, 
iCW nets, traffic nets, and social 
jnets. 

Here in Florida, there are a 
gnumber of excellent nets whose 
|services are available to ama- 
jteurs. A list of the state-wide 
jnets has recently appeared in 
EKIP, and the reader may want 
to review this listing. In addition, 
jdepending on your locale, there 
jare numerous local-type nets 
Iwhich serve various purposes. 

So what? Nets just come along 
and ruin a perfectly good QSO 
which you had going on frequen- 
cy, call an endless roll call (which 
on'y a few answer), spend about 
15 minutes finding out where 
Possum Trot, Florida is, and just 
}QRM the band in ee reral. On the 
jother hand, if your neighbor has 
gotta get word to Sister Flo that 
‘Uncle Bob just broke jail, or 
iCousin Betsy’s teeth finally came 
in, a net is just the thing for 
handling the message. 

Seriously, though, there is a 
‘met that needs your help. You 
may be in just the location which 
is needed on a particular net; 
your strong signal may be need- 
fed as a net-control station; you 
may have weather or emergency 
jequipment which could be put 
to use. 

For example: The Florida 
j/Emergency Phone Net (8910, 
Tues., 1830 EST) gathers wea- 
jther reports from the entire state 
jand relays them to the weather 
bureau in Miami. 

In time of emergency, the net 
\drills become the real thing when 
the net is directed for handling 
weather or emergency traffic. 
Most nets have been organized to 
fulfill one of the aims of amateur 
radio: “. . . in the public interest, 
convenience, or necessity.” By 
the way, the best way to get that 
message to Sister Flo is to put 
it into a Section Net which is 
linked with the National Traffic 
System.

HANDLING TRAFFIC— 


Many Novices are missing a 
lot of fun by not participating in 
either originating traffic r 
handling it when it comes to their 
station. The mere word “traffic” 
causes some amateur operators 
to end a QSO abruptly or develop 
severe QRM. 

Perhaps this is largely due ta 
the fact that he is not familiar 
with message either in person 
or by telephone and the apprecia. 
tion usually shown by the re- 
cipient, or what is most likely 
he feels handicapped by the lack 
of means of forwarding such traf. 
fic to its destination once he has 
accepted it, because he may no 
know of a dependable means of 
passing it on. 

Traffic can be put on Novice 
Hurricane Net (NHN), 3725 KC 
Sundays 0730, by simply check 
ing in (QNI) and listing traffic 
(QTC) with Net Control Station 
(NCS). Messages will be for 
warded quickly through regular 
traffic nets. 

While this service is limited to 
Sundays at the present time, 
plans are under way to expand 
this Novice traffic service with 
more operating time for NH 
either on 3725 KC, or on the al 
ternate frequency which is 7180 
KC. This would establish a reg-— 
ular liason between Novice sta- 
tions with traffic, and regular 
traffic nets, and provide a de- 
pendable channel for Navices to 
use in handling traffic. 

We would like to hear from any 
stations interested in participat- 
ing in such a program, with sug- 
gestions as to time, days, etc., 
and if enough interest is shown 
the plan will be put in operation.

FLORIDA HAMS IN 
RESEARCH PROGRAM 
SPONSORED BY STANFORD 
UNIVERSITY 


Six of Florida’s leading VHF 
men are devoting much time to 
the Transequatorial Scatter Pro- 
ject. Since the closing of the 
IGY, the ARRL Propogation Re- 
search Project is being sponsored 


‘by Stanford University. Feb. 16 


a TE warning net was established 
for the purpose of determining 
how far north these TE signals 
travel. 

Transequatorial Seatter is a 
term applied to 50MC signals 
that travel across the equatorial 
regions, some times over very 
long distances, at times when 
F2 reflection is known not to 
exist. It is most common in 
spring and fall and during the 
hours of darkness. 


We also have TE on lower fre- 
quencies than 50MC. It’s pecu- 
lier fluttery signal is easily iden- 
tified. The flutter being so ra- 
pid and severe that at times 
phone signals are hard to read. 
Of all types of propogation, pro- 
bably least is known about TE. 

The TE warning net that is 
now in operation is made up of 
stations from Ft. Lauderdale, 
Fla. to Canton, Conn. W4FNR 
is the station in Ft. Lauderdale 
who. with an alternate station, 
keeps close watch for TE sig- 
nals after 1600 EST each night. 

As soon as he hears these TE 
signals coming through from 
South America he immediately 
call W4GJO in Sarasota, or his 
alternate W4QHN. If these Sara- 
sota stations hear the TE sig- 
nals they immediate call W4RMU 
in Jacksonville, or his alternate 
W4FBL. If these signals are 
heard in Jacksonville W4LNG in 
Atlanta is called. In this man- 
ner it is determined just how far 
north these signals go. More ex- 
plicitly all six of these Florida 
stations keep a close watch each 
night for these TE signals and 
if stations farther north than 
Ft. Lauderdale hear these TE 
signals they call both the next 
station to the north and to the 
south. These calls are made on 
the landline, and if the fellows 
can just keep the XYLs off the 
phone it only takes a matter of 
minutes to alert the net to as 
far north as the TE signals can 
be heard. 

This is just one of numerous 
services rendered by the amateur 
other than handling traffic. More 
of this type service should be 
made known to all so that it 
would not be minimized, and

TELEVISION INTERFERENCE 
By Harold Smith, W4PQW 


Several years ago almost ev- 
ery ham on the air had TVI, re- 
gardless of what band he op- 
erated or what type of equip- 
ment he used. The interference 
at that time was almost impos- 
sible to analyze due to the many 
contributing factor such as (1) 
weak TV signals in this area 
(2) limited knowledge, both in 
TV design, transmitter design, 
‘traps, antennas, etc. 


At the present time there are 
no “impossible cases of TVI’. 
The TV signals are much strong- 
er, the TV receivers are far more 
advanced in curcuitry and selec- 
tivity, the commercial built 
transmitters are of better de- 
sign in TVI reduction. All of 
this plus the available informa- 
tion on TVI elimination makes 
it fairly easy to control what 
might have been a TVI dilemma 
a few years back. TVI as we 
know it now, can be classified 
under three general types: (1) 
Improper transmitter operation, 
(2) TV receiver deficiencies, (3) 
Fundamental overload. 

By improper transmitter op- 
eration we mean, the transmitter 
is radiating harmonics, parasitic 
energy or otherwise undesirable 
signals. All transmitters have a 
certain amount of this “unde- 
sirable” signal under the very 
best of conditions bust in any 
transmitter they can be con- 
trolled to a low enough level 
as not to cause TVI. 


Harmonics are signals that are 
multiples of the fundamental in 
in this area with TV stations on 
channels 3, 5, and 10, we are not 
generally bothered because TV 
signals are strong and the Ham 
band harmonics that would cause 
TVI are in the order of third or 
higher harmonics. This type of 
interference is much easier to 
detect and control and in most 
cases doesn’t exist. Harmonic 
TVI varies with the transmitter 
frequency and can be detected by 
moving up or down the ham band 
and watching the TV screen for 
a change in intensity of the in- 
terference. 


Parasitic radiation of a trans- 
mitter is the most serious of- 
fender in this group since they 
have more of a random frequen- 
ey and are very hard to locate 
even with good test equipment. 
Parasitics are more common with 
tetrode tubes 6V6, 6AQ5, 5763, 
etc., than with triodes, in many 
cases TVI is caused by the VFO 
or low power buffer stage and 
merely amplified by the follow- 
ing high power stages (the 


final). 

Over modulation can cause this 
type of interference also, it is 
very easy to detect because it 
only shows up when you speak 
into the microphone. It can be 
rather severe but can always be 
corrected by merely cranking 
down on the audio gain control. 

One of the best methods of 
analyzing TVI caused by the 
transmitter is to connect a 3 or 
4 trn loop to the antenna termi- 
nals of a portable TV set and 
move the loop around the trans- 
mittter RF section until you find 
the guilty stage or part. By 
changing frequencies, bands and 
channels you will be able to find 
exactly where you’re TVI is 
coming from and can correct it. 
Shielding of the transmitter is 
important, grounding the com- 
plete station is very important, 
low pass filters are good in 
some cases, in others they cause 
TVI rather than cure it. 

Since most commercial trans- 
mitters are TVI “treated” at the 
factory they do not generally 
cause much trouble if they are 
installed, tuned and _ operated 


properly. Home built transmit- 
ters are more likely to cause 
TVI and usually require more 
patience and TVI_ elimination 


know-how, but they, too, can be 

tamed by following the proce- 

dures outlined in the Handbooks.

By 0900 7230ke was humming 
with a full fledged emergency net 
with W4SDR as Net Control Sta- 
tion. Some Red Cross and C.D. 
traffic was handled with inquiries 
about friends and relatives an- 
swered, rumors of other torna- 


does investigated and _ scotched, 


) and numerous miscellaneous quer- 


ies from information answered. 

K4AHW, Algeo of Hialeah 
monitored for weather bureau 
info and was on stand-by for the 
Dade County Red Cross in Miami. 

The frequency was also moni- 
tored by Art Melvin, W4UHY, 
State CD Communication Officer, 
and EC for Duval County from 
the State Control Center in Jack- 
sonville. 

The Tornado Alert ended when 
the Florida Midday Traffic Net 
came on the frequency at noon. 
About 30 Florida amateurs par-

permission to transmit from the 
NCS.

TELEVISION INTERFERENCE

Part II (continued from last 
month): TV Receiver deficiencies 
are not nearly as common as they 
were even a yea rago, but they 
are always subject to start acting 
up and there are still some old 
sets in operatio nthat have wide 
open front ends (no selectivity). 

After you have done all you 
could to your transmitter and you 
have no TVI in your set or your 
next door neighbor’s set there’s 
always some poor fellow a block 
0 rso away who can see or hear 
you on his old ten year old TV. 
This is the hardest of all to cure 
or control by the average ham be- 
cause it requires many personal- 
ity traits that most of us have 
neve reven hear dof. 

This TVI is strictly the fault of 
the TV set and in most cases can 
be controlled by installing a 
“high pass” filter in the set. The 
main problem is in convincing the 
TV viewer that his set is at fault 
and getting his cooperation in 
correcting it, since each case is 
so much different in this respect 
we will not attempt to tell any- 
one how to handle this one. Us- 
ually the good neighbor policy 
together with a little diplomacy 
will do the trick. 

In the case of fundamental 
overload, there are not too many 
things to do to clear it up. This 
is caused by the reansmitter RF 
field “saturating” the area with 
RF of such high leve lon the fun- 
damental frequency of operation 
that the TV Receiver is unable to 
select the TV channel and reject 
the RF from the transmitter sat- 
isfactorily. 

This ca nbe controlled in some 
cases by using a very “sharp” 
high gain narrow band TV an- 
tenna such as a single channel 
YAGI type, or by changing the 
height of your transmitting an- 
tenna, using vertically polarized 
antenna wil lhelp in some cases. 
A number of other suggestions 
for the TV Rec. is to install a 
high pass filter, shield speaker 
wires, phonograph inputs should 
have an RFE trap installed at the 
Rec. input, and the AC line cord 
should have a filter installed. An 
almost sure cure for fundamental 
overload is to reduce your trans- 
mitter power to the minimum 
leve Inecessar yto maintain con- 
tact (FCC Regulation). 

As you can see we have only 
touched on some of the high spots 
in the broad field of TVI, most 
handbooks on TVI cover all 
phases showing construction of 
traps, methods of analyzing types 


of TVI, procedures, tests, etc. 

It is not our intention to point 
our finge rat anyone or to go into 
the business of being a TVI ex- 


pert. 
Just remember these _ three 
things about TVI: 1.—It can be 


corrected if both parties are will- 


ing to work at it and take the 
necessar ymeasures. “Some have 
TVI, others do not.”’ 2.—It is the 
responsibility of each ham to do 
his part by having a “clean” 
transmitter. 3.—Good neighbors 
are not essential, but they are 
nice nice to have.

THE GREATEST DX RECORD 


General Electric’s tiny ceramic 
receiving tube type 7077, about 
the size and weight of the aver- 
age transistor, has established a 
“universe record” for long dis- 
tance communications — 407,000 
miles. 

This tube delivered from 180 to 
250 milliwatts of radio power at 
960.05 megacycles as the final 
amplifier, in Class B service, in 
the transmitter of the Pioneer IV 
satellite now hurling in orbit 
about the sun. 

The tube amplified the output 
of a transistorized exciter which 
in the present state of the semi- 
conductor art could be relied upon 
alone for an output of only 15 to 
20 milliwatts at this UHF fre- 
quency. 

The nearly 20-to-1 power gain 
provided by the tiny ceramic re- 
ceiving tube thus permitted use 
of a higher frequency than the 
108 megacycles that had been 
used for previous satellites. The 
960.05 frequency used, which is 
just above the UHF television 
band limit of 890 megacycles, is 
less subject to bending and re- 
flection by the ionized layers 
above the earth and also requires 
smaller and less cumbersome 
tracking antennas. 


ARRL OB 698 

FCC has amended the amateur 
rules, effective May 20, as pro- 
posed in Docket 12607 to extend 
remote control privileges to the 
220 Mc band, to permit narrow 
band FM telegraphy in the 50 Mc 
band, and to permit 6F2 emission 
in the 50.35 to 50.75 Me RACES 
segment. In another matter, 
Docket 12728, the League has 
filed its coment in support of the 
proposal to authorize Technician 
Class operation on the 144 Mc 
band. 


HAM TRADER 
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NOVICE FORUM 
Roy Scott W4UHF 
AN ANTENNA FOR 80 METERS 


Many of us, including the writ- 
er, who like to operate on 80 
meters find ourselves handicap- 
ped by the limited dimensions of 
the average city lot. If you have 
room for about 66 feet antenna, 
a satisfactory one can be put up 
by using a center pole as the 
main support, and attaching the 
two ends to two shorter poles. 
The two ends are brought slightly 
forward to form a wide “V’’. One 
of these is in use at W4UHF and 
was constructed so that it was 
easy to work on for the usual 
changes that most of us like to 
make now and then, and at the 
same time it is not objectionable 
in appearance. 


Obtain about a 10 ft length of 
treated 2x4. Pressure treated 
wood is recommended as it will 
not be affected by dry rot or 
termites and only costs a few 
cents more per foot than untreat- 
ed wood. Put about 3 feet in the 
ground and pack soil down. Drill 
holes about a foot apart and two 
or three feet from the top end; 
use a 2x2 pole or heavy bamboo 
about 15 feet long and drill two 
holes in this pole to coincide with 
the ones you have drilled in the 
base. Slip a bolt through the low- 
er hole to form the fulcrum. Next 
take two lengths of antenna wire 
about 33 feet in length and at- 
tach the two inside ends to an in- 
sulator and fasten this insulator 
to the top of the mast. Swing the 
mast up into place and slip the 
other bolt through the holes you 
had previously drilled and tight- 
en. Only one guy rope is needed 
directly behind the mast, and it 
should be attached before raising 
it. Next, bring the two ends of 
the antenna forward slightly and 
attach to the two shorter poles 
which can be as low as 8 feet. 
After you have determined the 
proper position for the two short- 
er poles, lower the mast again 
and attach open-wire feed line to 
each leg of the antenna at the 
center insulator. Be sure to use 
oven line with plastic insulators. 
You can either make your own 
or get it from your supplier. 
Handle carefully to avoid kinks. 
The one in use at W4UHF is 45 
feet long with very good results. 


Great care should be used not 
to radiate the second harmonic as 
this 7.4 me radiation has been the 
cause of a number of FCC pink 
tickets. The use of an antenna 
coupler will greatly reduce the 
possibility of such radiation and 
will increase the efficency of the 
receiver as well as the transmit-

DO YOU KNOW THIS FACT

When he reported for duty, his 
entire equipment was contained 
in two large grips. The naval op- 
erators, knowing the size and cost 
of standard Navy transmitters, 
were highly amused. They called 
his set a “pin box” and on the 
cruise the amateur was totally ig- 
nored and allowed to amuse him- 
self as best he could. When the 
fleet reached Hawaii, he was in- 
structed to sen da message of 
greeting to ARRL Headquarters 
in Hartford. 

The Commander expected that, 
in usual amateur fashion, the 
message would be relayed in a 
number of jumps before reaching 
Hartford (if it ever did) and was 
surprised when an answer was 
received within fifteen minutes. 

“How could you amateurs relay 
so quickly?” he wanted to know. 
“That message wasn’t relayed, I 
was in direct contact with Hart- 
ford,” said the amateur. When 
you realize that the great 8,000 
watt transmitters of the Navy 
could only broadcast about 1,600 
miles under the most favorable 
conditions, you can see why a 
“pin box” in contact 4,000 miles 
away startled them.

Band openings continued 
through the last of March up to 
the middle of April to the south.

From this trunk we would 
like to branch off to get good 
coverage for all the state. Also 
interested in a good station or 
stations in western Florida to ex-

When a ‘“Q” signal is followed by a question mark, it takes the 
form of a question. When not followed by a question mark, a “Q” signal is 


either a reply to a “Q” signal question, or 


a direct statement: Commonly used

CHARACTERS PVE KNOWN 


What is more interesting than 
people? I can remember many 
things in the past, but the out- 
standing memories are _ people, 
yes people, mostly ham people. 

Gosh, it only seems like yes- 
terday, when I went to school 
with this fella. He was the 
wealthiest kid in our school. He 
had everything — his own ear, 
but most of all a ham rig that 
was a sight to behold. 


Now there were only a few of 
us “wireless nuts”, as the neigh- 
bors called us. We were fiddling 
with Ford spark coils, one buddy 
had a real “K-W” coil from an 
EMF or a Studebaker. This char- 
acter had a real “tube set”, home 
built, of course, but the only one 
in town. 


I had seen a vacuum tube be- 
fore, we called them VT’s ef- 
fectionately. We used to visit the 
town’s telegraph office, in the 
lobby of the local travelers ho- 
tel. You know in those days, only 
traveling people stopped at ho- 
tels. Well sir, this telegraph op- 
erator also was a ham, and he 
had a “radio store” in the base- 
ment — the only one in town. 
This VT was on display behind 
a glass show case, locked, of 
course. The price tag said $9. 
We were informed that they could 
be ordered with some difficulty. 
Perhaps 60 to 90 days delivery. 
No guarantee, mind you. 


So you see now, my friend 
Bob, with the tube set was some 
kind of a hero. His rig had four 
of them! Four - UV-202’s in 
parallel, who ever heard of push- 
pull? These added up to 20 watts 
at $1.80 per watt, or equal to my 
day’s two-week pay envelope. 


These tubes were perched high 
in the middle of an open wood 
frome four legged rack. They lit 


up with a dazzling brillance which 
was only overshadowed by the 
bright cherry red glow of the 
plates, when they were running 
full blast. The tank coil, called 
a helix then, lay on it’s side — 
nesting on glass towel bars, the 
full length of the rack. He had 
tried the colpits and hartley cir- 
cuits but was now using a new 
fangled circuit called the “1DH 
sure-fire”. This was a ticklish 
circuit to adjust and tune. Used 
a variable grid coil wound on a 
wood ball, which could be turned 
by a shaft and dial from the front 
panel. 


I drew my first RF sparks 
from this tank circuit. You see 
we thought of the fire drawn 
from a spark rig as only “arc” 
discharge, with not much rever- 
ence to it’s communications abil- 
ity. This character had all kinds 
of half soldered taps on this tank 
coil. One went to his antenna, 
a full story in itself — four long 
wires on 14 foot spreaders, hoist- 
ed about 70 feet in the air, with 
a cage leadin. Another tap went 
to a glob of solder and wire wrap- 
ped around the water pipe in a 
nearby bath room. 


The other tap, the most amaz- 
ing of all, run under the rug the 
full length of the room diagon- 
ally to reach a very inconvenient 
window, thence to a counterpoise. 
We were each warned to avoid 
the bump in the rug — as it was 
hot when the rig was on the air! 
We took turns drawing arcs off 
the bump in the rug until his 
mother came up stairs, warning 
us she could smell something 
burning, and we would surely set 
the house on fire. 


For some reason or other we 
had more current in the counter- 
poise than either the antenna or 
ground. So at my suggestion we 
put the hot-wire radiation cur-

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rent meter where the most fire 
was. Naturally each contact was 
informed how many amps we 
were pumping out and it varied 
with the time of day, how many 
were in the room, or how many 
wet clothes were hanging on the 
large fan type counterpoise. Boy, 
it was a sight. I could hear him 
two miles away, from one end of 
the dial to the other. 


We had no accurate plate milli- 
ameters or plate voltmeters. I 
would estimate the plate voltage 
to be near 1200 through the tubes 
were only rated at 350v. The 
plate current would only be a 
guess, as we attached more im- 
portance on the color of the plates 
and how much the antenna meter 
read. 


Bob was not much for CW. He 
wanted a modern fone rig. So 
he borrowed the family telephone 
— a modern pedestal type. Took 
the back cover off and connected 
a pair of rubber covered ‘14’s” 
which run to a_ coupling loop 
wrapped with Johnsons tape. The 
whole thing was hot as a fire- 
cracker in more ways than one. 
First we had to set the mic on 
an inverted glass bowl, and sec- 
ond we had to be careful not to 
get our nose burnt when we spoke 
into the thing. We did manage to 
raise a guy 14 miles away who 
came back and said the ‘“Modd- 
jullation was beautiful’. 


Yes, I will always remember 
Bob Goddard, though I have long 


forgotten his call — you see he 
has been a “Silent-Key” now on- 
to 38 years.

CO-AX, S.W.R. AND YOU 


For as many years as I have 
been a ham I have known that 
RG-58U and RG-8U are both 
about 50-52 ohm co-ax, and also 
that RG-8U costs about twice as 
much as RG-58U. My knowledge 
also included the fact that S.W.R. 
stands fo rstanding-wave-ratio. 
Beyond these bits of info. I was 
rather blank on these subjects. I 
recently decided to delve a little 
deeper into these things, and I 


didn’t have to go very far to real- 
ly become impressed. 


To begin with, I learned that 
RG-58U has loss of 2 DB per 100 
ft. at 30mc. as compared to 1 DB 
for RG-8U. This, I soon learned, 
does not refer to a 1 DB differ- 
ence on some other guy’s S-meter, 
but is a means of expressing the 
amount of power put out by a 
transmitter that never gets radi- 
ated from the antenna. In more 
commonly used terms, it means 
that on 10 meters, under the best 
conditions, 100 feet of RG58U 
will deliver only 63% of the avail- 
able signal to the antenna and for 
RG-8U the vallue is 80%. If you 
are operating on 75 meters the 
percentages become 61% and 93% 
respectively. On the other hand, 
operating on 6 meters these val- 
ues become 53% and 78%. Im- 
mediately I began to wonder if 
what I thought I knew about co- 
ax originally was correct. Is 
RG-58U less expensive than 
RG-8U? 


Further study lead to even 
more ‘startling realization of the 
ineffiency with which some of us 
operate. The above values are 
applicab!e under ideal conditions 
which means that the S.W.R. 
must be 1:1. If the S.W.R. in- 
creases, losses are not just addi- 
tive—they multiply. For ex- 
ample, with a S.W.R. of 3:1, the 
values of “per-cent power deliv- 
ered” to the antenna become: For 
RG-58U on 75 meters, 34%; for 
RG-8U on 75 meters 90%, on 10 
meters 70% and on 6 meters, 
34%. For RG-8U on 75 meters 
90%, on 10 meters 70%, and on 
6 meters, 59%. If the S.W.R. 
goes up to (ugh) 6:1 the values 
of RG-8U are: 75 meters, 80%; 
on 10 meters, 50% and on 6 
meters, 37%. To avoid making 
some readers ill I will not show 
the values for RG-58U at 6:1 
S.W.R. In case yo uare interest- 
ed the value for 10 meters would 
be about 25%.

ONE SMALL VOICE 


Subject: CW 


If you examine carefully the 
front panel of your transmitter 
(assuming that you own a com- 
mercially-built rig), you will no 
doubt discover a jack labeled 
“KEY’’. In addition, a look at the 
function or mode switch will re- 
veal a position marked “CW”, in 
most cases. A review of the in- 
struction booklet will serve to 
explain the purpose and opera- 
tion of these functions when used 
in conjunction with each other. 
Remember ‘the “Code”’ portion of 
the Amateur Examination? Re- 
markably enough, this very same 
code can also be used to com- 
municate with fellow amateurs 
around the world. With a little 
practice and determination, you 
can become proficient enough in 
sending and receiving the code to 
begin to open up a new world of 
voiceless communication for your- 
self! You will find other hardy 
individuals, who, like yourself, 
have launched out on a new field 
of endeavor. The CW portion of 
a given amateur band is located 
immediately below the phone por- 
tion, although you may be sur- 
prised to learn that the entire 
band may be used for CW com- 
munication! Consult the rules 
governing amateur radio opera- 
tion for the exact frequencies 
available for Al signaling. 

At the risk of sounding cynical, 
we submit the above critique for 
your consideration. I have a ham 
friend who once commented, “the 
ham who can’t read CW is like a 
foreigner, who, after having been 
a naturalized citizen for years, 
hasn’t taken the time to learn the 
language.” 

Without enumerating the com- 
munication advantages of CW, it 
will suffice to express, for this 
article. the simple enjoyment de- 
rived from this phase of the hob- 
by. For examovle, the pride of 
accomplishment in being able to 
transmit and receive code cor- 
rectly is one which cannot be 
matched in phone operation. In 
addition, while it may be imagi- 
nation, overating CW seems to be 
more relaxed and the operators 
more congenial than in the other 
medium. At any rate, why not 
give ita try?

Please note W4TOD, Orlando. 
The first commercially-available 
amateur band TV transmitter has 
been developed by Electron Cor- 
poration a branch of Ling Elec- 
tronics of Dallas, Texas. 


Named the “Ling-Mitter”, the 
TV transmitter is designed to 
operate on the FCC allocated 
420-450me. amateur band at the 
maximum permissible power of 
50 watts. With a proper antenna, 
TV signals can be transmitted 
30 to 40 miles. 


The general public will be able 
to view the ham telecasts, it is 
said, with the addition of a spe- 
cial UHF converter to their pres- 
ent TV sets. (The signals are 
video only.) 


The complete TV package sta- 
tion being offered to some 150,000 
licensed radio amateurs consists 
of a Ling Spectator TV camera, 
the Ling-mitter, video monitor, 
antenna and accessories. (Ed. 
note. Price unknown!) 


In each city where ham TV 
stations are established, effort 
to regulate individual transmis- 
sions will be needed. If, for ex- 
ample, 30 hams establish stations 
in one city, voluntary regulations 
must provide for no more than 
10 to transmit at any one time;

OLD TIMER’S CHAIR 
Hank McMurria W4TAS 


In Palatka there is an Old 
Timer who started operating on 
phone less than a couple of years 
ago. He is Tom Godwin, W4QG, 
who started his ham activities 
back in 1921 or 1922. 

Tom writes that Eddie Collins, 
W4MS, had him over to his house 
right after World War I where he 
had a erystal receiver but no 
ticket at that time. They were 
very interested in listening to the 
ships in the harbor and Naval 
stations. They got busy and built 
a spark coil transmitter and used 
their initials for call letters. They 
QSO’ed each other over a dis- 
tance of two city blocks and had 
many interesting rag-chews. 

When the Inspector came to 
Pensacola, they passed _ their 
exams and got their calls. Tom 
makes a note at this point that 
they were requred to get separate 
calls for a portable station. His 
call was 4SO and when his Bicycle 
Club went for an overnight hike 
into the country, he took a rig 
with him and talked to W4MS at 
home. 

Vacuum tubes didn’t enter the 
picture until early 1923 when 
Tom was the proud possesor of 
two 5 watt bottles in a IDH cir- 
cuit with a chemical rectifyer. He 
had a half killowatt spark rig 
also and although he didn’t work 
much DX or have many QSO’s, 
he did have a lot of fun. 

Tom lived in Pensacola until 
1925. By that time he had built 
numerous receivers and ended up 
with a Honeycomb coil (home 
wound) outfit with a detector and 
two stages of audio. He also 
sported a Magnavox speaker. 

He moved to Winter Haven 
after that and put up a vertical 
antenna. However, since he didn’t 
have 110 volt lighting systems, he 
built two storage batteries with 
Edison cells with 250 volts in 
each. He put a TP-TG rig to- 
gether using a 112 tube and work- 
ed a lot of stations on 40 meters, 
which by the way, has been his 
favorite band ever since. 

In the early 1930’s he built a 
shack with 110 volt lighting, a 
good TRF receiver and a crystal 
controlled transmitter using four 
210’s in PP. They drew 250 mills 
at 1000 volts and the result was a 
lot of DX. He also belonged to the 
USNR and AARS and handled 
quite a bit of traffic. ; 

Tom was married in 1937 and 
moved to Port St. Joe. He was off 
the air until 1948 when he moved 
to Palatka and Bill (W4GZV) got 
him started again. He ended up 
with a BC459 on the air and was 
cluttering up the 40 meter band
